Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Abington 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1947.  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon : 
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The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined and  reconciled  with  the  reports  and  records  of  the 
town  accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  of- 
fice were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  compared  with  the  records  of  the  several  de- 
partments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the 
town  treasurer's  books,  while  the  recorded  disbursements 
were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
such  payments  and  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 


An  analysis  of  the  town  accountant's  ledger  was 
made,  the  appropriations,  loan  authorizations,  and  trans- 
fers being  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town 
meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee. 
A  trial  balance  was  taken  off  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in 
balance,  the  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were 
made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  re- 
port, was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  December  31,  1947.  An  examination  of  this  bal- 
ance sheet  indicates  that  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  is  very  good. 

It  was  noted  that  there  are  unpaid  bills  amounting  to 
$2,188.08  which  were  incurred  by  the  tree  warden's  de- 
partment, in  which  connection  attention  is  called  to  Sec- 
tion 31,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"No  department  financed  by  municipal  rev- 
enue, or  in  whole  or  in  part  by  taxation,  of  any 
city  or  town,  except  Boston,  shall  incur  a  liability 
in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  use 
of  such  department,  each  item  recommended  by 
the  mayor  and  voted  by  the  council  in  cities,  and 
each  item  voted  by  the  town  meeting  in  towns, 
being  considered  as  a  separate  appropriation,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the 
health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property,  and  then 
.  only  by  a  vote  in  a  city  of  two  thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  city  council,  and  in  a  town  by  a  vote 
of  two  thirds  of  the  selectmen." 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  compared  with  the  accountant's  books,  with  the  rec- 
ords of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town,  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked 
with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
town  funds  and  with  the  accountant's  ledger.  The  cash 
balance  on  January  24,  1948  was  verified  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  inter- 
est were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing 
the  investments  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  treasurer  of 
the  library  trustees  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income 
was  proved,  the  payments  were  verified,  and  the  transfers 
to  the  town  were  checked. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's 
records,  the  reported  redemptions  and  sales  of  tax  posses- 
sions were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  receipts,  the 
foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  pos- 
sessions on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  taxes  and  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  audit, 
as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited 
and  compared  with  the  assessors'  warrants  for  their  col- 
lection. The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  cash  on  hand  on  January 
24,  1948  was  verified,  the  abatements  were  checked  with 
the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  taxes 
transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the 
town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  re- 
ceivable were  audited  and  checked  in  detail.  The  accounts 
outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination  as  well 
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as  all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited  and  proved. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were 
compared  with  the  records  in  the  departments  authorized 
to  grant  abatements,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  thereto 
it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  from  dog  and 
sporting  licenses,  as  well  as  from  gasoline  registrations, 
were  checked.  The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to 
the  State  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required 
by  law  to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen  and  the  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  health,  school,  and  library 
departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book  and 
with  the  reports  and  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  depart- 
mental, and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds. 

Cooperation  was  received  from  the  several  town  of- 
ficials during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  for  which  I  wish, 
on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  ap- 
preciation.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Your  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submits  its  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948,  and  in  so  doing, 
we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  we  have  received  from  other  Town  Of- 
ficials, Representatives  of  the  Press,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  town  at  large,  all  of  which  has  contributed  to  a  har- 
monious administration. 

We  believe  it  fitting  to  acknowledge  twenty-three 
years  of  faithful  service  as  a  selectman  by  Howard  W. 
Belcher,  the  last  eight  years  of  which  he  served  as  chair- 
man of  the  Board. 

A  very  severe  loss  was  experienced  by  the  official  fam- 
ily in  the  loss  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  Mr. 
Henry  Harris.  This  loss  came  as  a  decided  shock  due  to 
the  suddenness  of  his  death.  The  vacancy  created  by  his 
passing  was  filled  by  joint  conference,  and  Mr.  Roy  A. 
Lucas,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Two  special  town  meetings  were  held,  one  in  the  early 
summer  to  adjust  school  teachers'  salaries;  the  other  in 
November  for  the  purpose  of  making  transfers  from  the 
E.  &  D.  Account  to  the  Temporary  Aid  Account,  Bureau  of 
Old  Age  Assistance,  and  to  the  School  Department.  A 
quorum  was  called  before  the  completion  of  business  at 
the  second  town  meeting,  and  the  Finance  Committee  was 
able  to  take  care  of  the  remaining  small  items  by  transfer 
from  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  given  considerable 
thought  to  the  desirability  of  an  annual  article  which 
would  permit  the  transferring  of  surplus  funds,  to  permit 
departments,  who  had  depleted  their  appropriations,  to 
continue  the  year's  work  without  the  necessity  for  a  spe- 
cial town  meeting.  The  purpose  of  this  would  be  to  prevent 
the  insertion  of  articles  for  appropriations  that  should 
rightfully  be  handled  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  when 
the  largest  number  of  voters  is  assembled. 
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Your  Board  of  Selectmen  have  made  several  lighting 
surveys,  and  have  installed  nineteen  new  lights.  Requests 
for  these  new  lights  were  brought  about  in  some  cases  by 
new  construction,  and  to  replace  lights  in  badly  needed 
spots  which  had  been  removed  by  the  street  lighting  re- 
duction during  the  depression. 

The  year  1948  presented  perhaps  the  worst  snow 
problem  that  has  faced  the  Town  in  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century.  However,  we  are  convinced  that  a  reasonably 
good  job  was  done  as  testified  to  by  the  following  letter 
which  is  typical  of  several  received  from  concerns  truck- 
ing through  the  Town,  and  which  we  quote,  herewith : 

Dear  Mr.  Loud : 

We  have  just  experienced  one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult winters  in  the  history  of  New  England.  It  would 
not  have  been  possible  for  our  people  to  have  ren- 
dered uninterrupted  service,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
fine  work  you  and  your  associates  did  in  keeping 
streets  cleared  so  that  our  trucks  could  make  regular 
deliveries. 

I  want  you  to  know  that  the  members  of  our  or- 
ganization are  most  appreciative  of  your  cooperation 
and  effort.  You  have  rendered  to  the  people  of  your 
community  a  service  which  we  cannot  let  pass  without 
adding  our  vote  of  gratitude.

By  the  assistance  of  an  out-of-town  grader,  we  were 
able  to  keep  our  highways  open  at  a  total  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $13,000.00,  as  compared  with  much  greater  sums 
expended  by  adjacent  towns.  The  use  of  this  piece  of  hired 
equipment  on  snow  removal  and  Chapter  90  work  con- 
vinces us  that  it  is  advisable  to  purchase  a  grader  for  the 
Town,  and  we  are  so  recommending  it  in  a  separate  article. 
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Several  speed  signs  and  children  warning  signs  were 
installed  in  1948,  much  to  the  expressed  satisfaction  of 
many  citizens.  These  were  purchased  in  December  of  the 
previous  year. 

Our  highways  were  also  painted  with  center  lines  and 
stop  locations,  and  we  believe  this  has  contributed  largely 
-to  our  low  accident  experience  for  the  year. 

Several  much  needed  drainage  jobs  were  done  out  of 
Highway  Maintenance  funds,  which  worked  a  hardship  on 
that  appropriation,  and  we  feel  that  all  citizens  who  have 
drainage,  sidewalk  or  fencing  requests  should,  in  the  fu- 
ture, handle  these  problems  under  a  separate  article  in  the 
Annual  Town  Warrant. 

The  maintaining  of  a  proper  water  level  in  Island 
Grove  Pond  continues  to  be  a  problem  of  considerable  con- 
cern to  citizens  owning  property  bordering  on  the  pond.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  a  spillway,  costing  $2,500.00.  to 
$3,000.00  be  constructed,  but  after  consultation  with  a 
civil  engineer,  we  believe  the  condition  can  be  corrected  at 
a  nominal  expenditure  not  requiring  a  special  appropria- 
tion, and  we  believe  the  civil  engineer's  recommendation 
should  be  tried  before  the  Town  supports  any  article  for  a 
larger  amount. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  winter  marking  of  catch 
basin  locations,  of  which  we  have  over  400  at  the  present 
time.  We  believe  that  the  time  saved  in  locating  these 
basins  during  snow  storms  will  far  exceed  the  cost  of  the 
markers.  It  is  planned  to  continue  this  project  out  of  the 
regular  snow  appropriation  for  1949. 

In  December,  Bernard  V.  Crowley  was  appointed 
Town  Accountant  for  a  three  year  period. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  represented  at  all 
meetings  of  both  the  Plymouth  County  and  the  State 
Selectmen's  Association  and  legislative  hearings  which 
have  been  of  importance  to  the  Town. 

Your  Board  has  been  particularly  cautious  in  granting 
through  bus  permits  that  would  embarrass  any  efforts  to 
improve  our  local  railroad  service. 
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We  are  happy  to  report  that  even  more  building  has 
taken  place  in  the  Town  in  1948  than  last  year,  indicating 
a  continued  healthy  growth  of  our  Town,  but  with  this  we 
must  accept  the  fact  that  increased  growth  means  in- 
creased service,  and  only  prudent  thinking  on  the  part  of 
the  voters  assembled  at  the  Town  Meeting  will  prevent  the 
cost  of  these  services  exceeding  the  tax  revenue.  We  can- 
not be  too  emphatic  in  warning  of  the  necessity  for  con- 
tinued increased  vigilance  of  our  expenditures  if  we  are 
to  maintain  a  reasonable  tax  rate.  Tax  Commissioner 
Long  advised  last  year  that  our  tax  rate  would  be  $55.00, 
and  it  was  only  after  a  conference  attended  by  your  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  he  reluctantly  agreed 
and  approved  a  $51.00  rate,  which  was  a  decrease  of  $1.00 
from  the  previous  year's  rate. 

You  may  be  assured  that  your  present  Board  of 
Selectmen  will  very  closely  watch  all  legislative  matters 
and  bureaucratic  directives  from  the  State  House  and  to 
work  untiringly  to  protect  the  best  interest  of  the  Town 
of  Abington  during  the  ensuing  year.

IN  MEMORIAM 


Henry  J.  Harriss 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  profound  sadness  and  loneliness  that  we 
ponder  briefly  to  reminisce  in  the  fond  memories  left  us  with  the 
passing  of  Henry  J.  Harriss  on  October  19,  1948. 

Mr.  Harriss  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  March 
1934,  and  served  as  clerk  to  that  Board  until  the  date  of  his  death.

Although  a  resident  of  West  Abington,  his  interest  and 
spirit  of  helpfulness  was  not  confined  entirely  to  that  section  of  the 
Town,  but  was  given  freely  to  the  entire  Town  to  which  be  brought 
a  wealth  of  business  experience  and  fair  dealings. 

To  say  that  he  was  a  gentleman  would  cover  that  which  he  most 
wanted  to  be  among  his  acquaintances  and  townspeople.  His  mem- 
ory will  linger  long  in  the  minds  of  those  who  admire  a  truly 
Christian  gentleman. 
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REPORT  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  Board  of  Assessors  respectfully  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  1948. 

The  sudden  passing  of  Mr.  Henry  J.  Harriss  who  was 
Clerk  of  the  Assessors  for  many  years  left  a  vacancy  in 
this  Board  which  will  be  difficult  to  fill.  He  not  only 
handled  the  large  amout  of  detail  work  with  efficiency  but 
he  was  always  ready  to  assist  others  in  the  work  of  their 
departments,  and  was  a  friend  to  all. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  Assessors  on 
November  2,  Roy  C.  Lucas  was  elected  to  serve  as  Assessor 
until  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Friday  evening,  Novem- 
ber 5,  the  Board  of  Assessors  met  to  organize.  Mr.  Samp- 
son resigned  as  chairman,  and  declined  to  accept  re-nom- 
ination. The  next  oldest  in  point  of  service,  Benjamin  W. 
Farnham,  was  elected  chairman  and  clerk. 

The  Assessors  always  have  in  mind  the  necessity  of 
keeping  the  tax  burden  distributed  as  equally  as  is  hu- 
manly possible,  and  the  process  of  equalization  is  a  con- 
stant one.  This  year  especial  attention  was  given  to  land 
values,  and  some  adjustments  were  made  for  this  purpose 
as  well  as  to  keep  them  in  line  with  changing  conditions. 

The  present  activity  in  building  and  sales  of  property 
has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  this  department  and  it 
may  become  necessary  to  ask  for  additional  help  in  the 
near  future. 

With  increased  costs  occuring  in  nearly  all  depart- 
ments it  will  require  extreme  care  and  good  judgment  on 
the  part  of  the  voters  to  keep  the  tax  rate  for  next  year 
from  being  greatly  increased.

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  1948  and  my  recommenda- 
tions for  the  year  1949. 


MANUAL  FORCE  AND  APPARATUS 

On  January  1,  1949,  the  manual  force  consisted  of 
two  permanent  men  and  thirty-two  call  men. 

The  apparatus  consists  of 

One  Seagrave  750  gallon  per  minute  triple  combin- 
ation purchased  in  1921. 

One  Seagrave  500  gallon  per  minute  triple  combin- 
ation purchased  in  1942. 

One  Seagrave  750  gallon  per  minute  triple  combin- 
ation purchased  in  1948. 

One  Seagrave  double  bank  ladder  truck  purchased  in 
1930. 

One  Reo  hose  wagon  purchased  in  1920  and  now  used 
in  repairs  to  the  fire  alarm  system. 

The  department  has  in  service  6,000  feet  of  2*/>  inch 
hose,  1,400  feet  of  li/2  inch  hose,  1,400  feet  of  1%  inch 
forestry  hose  and  950  feet  of  booster  hose. 
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I  recommend  that  S800.00  be  appropriated  for  new 
hose. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  fire  alarm  system  consists  of  one  Gamewell  three- 
circuit  switchboard  and  battery,  one  three-circuit  rectifier 
set,  one  motor  generator  set,  one  transmitter,  two  tower 
bells,  one  compressed  air  whistle,  six  tappers  in  the  homes 
of  members  of  the  department,  three  tappers  in  the  fire 
stations,  two  tape  registers,  forty-one  street  boxes  and 
about  twenty  miles  of  wire. 

Boxes  14  and  32,  two  of  the  old  boxes  that  have  been 
burned  out  on  several  occasions  have  been  replaced  with 
new  boxes. 

I  would  recommend  that  two  more  of  the  older  boxes 
be  replaced  and  that  $325.00  be  appropriated.

In  1948  the  department  responded  to  100  telephone 
calls.  23  box  calls  and  eight  verbal  calls,  for  a  total  of 
131  calls.

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
Forest  Warden  for  the  year  1948  and  my  recommendation 
for  the  year  1949. 

In  the  past  year  there  have  been  sixty-one  brush, 
grass  and  dump  fires.  This  is  fifty-five  less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

On  Sunday,  April  25th,  the  most  serious  fire  took  place 
off  North  Quincy  Street ;  this  fire,  like  many  in  the  Cleve- 
land pond  section,  was  of  incendiary  nature.  I  will  recom- 
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mend  that  a  reward  be  offered  for  information  that  would 
lead  to  the  arrest  of  those  guilty  of  the  act  of  setting  fires 
in  woods  or  grass. 

Permits  are  required  for  all  fires  in  the  open  and  can 
be  secured  by  calling  the  fire  station — Tel.  Rockland  620. 

I  recommend  that  $650.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
control  and  extinguishing  of  forest  fires.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Abington,  Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Tree  Warden  for 
the  year  1948. 

With  the  appropriation  of  $2,500.00  and  including 
$500.00  transferred  to  this  department  the  following  work 
has  been  done  during  the  past  year:  Seventeen  dead  elm 
trees  removed,  four  maples  and  one  pine  removed. 

On  fifty-five  trees,  broken  and  damaged  limbs  have 
been  removed;  damage  caused  by  past  hurricanes  and 
storms.  The  following  streets  have  been  completely 
trimmed:  Morton  Street,  Highland  Street,  Harrison  Ave- 
nue, and  Arnold  Park. 

Several  large  trees  and  limbs  have  been  removed  from 
gutters  and  drains  to  aid  drainage.  A  good  many  tree 
stumps  have  been  removed  at  ground  level  that  have 
been  standing  for  a  good  many  years. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  state  that  I  did  some  work  on 
the  eradication  of  poison  ivy  the  past  year,  as  much  as 
the  present  budget  would  allow. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  experts  from  the 
shade  tree  disease  laboratory,  University  of  Massachu- 
setts, Amherst,  Mass.,  go  over  the  town  on  the  control  of 
Dutch  Elm  disease.  Also  a  representative  of  a  gas  company 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  trees  for  damage  due  to 
gas  leaks. 

1  wish  to  submit  the  amount  of  five  thousand  two 
hundred  ($5,200.00)  dollars  for  the  1949  appropriation 
•   for  the  Tree  Department  Town  of  Abington. 
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I  have  recently  taken  a  survey  and  there  are  1,676 
elm  trees  in  town.  Some  40 '  c  of  these  trees  need  attention 
and  5%  are  completely  gone  and  should  be  removed.  This 
also  holds  true  with  other  trees  in  town.  There  should  be 
a  good  deal  of  trimming  done  around  the  street  lights  of 
the  town  thereby  obtaining  better  results  from  the 
lighting. 

With  Dutch  Elm  disease  in  this  locality,  considerable 
amount  of  work  should  be  done  for  the  control  of  this 
disease  in  the  town. 

Poison  ivy  in  all  parts  of  the  town  has  caused  con- 
siderable damage  to  trees  and  some  have  had  to  be 
removed.  Also  it  should  be  controlled  along  sides  of  town 
roads  for  the  protection  of  its  citizens. 

With  the  new  developments  in  town  and  loss  of  so 
many  trees  due  to  storms  and  high  winds  I  recommend 
that  for  every  tree  that  has  been  removed  in  the  past  year 
a  tree  should  be  replaced. 

I  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  a  small  chain 

saw. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  be  appropriated  for  the  repairs  to  the  tree 
department  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  town 
dump  located  on  Groveland  Street.  We  had  an  attendant 
there  seven  days  a  week  for  two  months  during  the  sum- 
mer but  this  proved  unsatisfactory.  Throughout  the  year 
the  dump  required  frequent  use  of  a  bulldozer  to  keep 
refuse  pushed  back.  We  thank  the  Tree  Warden,  William 
J.  Wright,  for  spraying  the  town  dump  for  the  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  insects  and  disease. 

This  year  we  had  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number 
of  contagious  diseases,  reported — but  we  do  feel  a  great 
number  of  minor  diseases  were  not  reported  for  the  record. 
We  urge  everyone  to  report  such  cases  although  they  do 
not  require  the  services  of  a  physician.  We  wish  to 
acknowledge  the  cooperation  of  the  school  nurse,  teachers 
and  physicians  in  preventing  the  spread  of  contagious 
disease  by  their  early  reporting  of  such  cases. 

The  Board  handled  150  nuisance  complaints  under 
the  sections  adopted  from  the  General  Laws  pertaining 
to  public  health. 

At  this  time  there  are  two  cases  in  the  Plymouth 
County  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  FOR  1948 


ABINGTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  trustees  submit  their  seventy-first  report. 

Noah  Webster  defines  a  library  as  a  depository  for 
books — but  this  is  only  a  foundation  for  a  description  of 
what,  today,  the  library  stands  for.  It  is  the  source  of 
reading  whether  for  pleasure,  self-culture  or  information. 
Today  the  public  library  is  as  much  part  of  the  town's 
educational  equipment  as  the  public  school  itself.  It  is  the 
complement  of  the  school. 

A  successful  library  is  many  things  to  many  people 
to  the  community  and  to  the  individual.  The  report  of  the 
varied  services  given  throughout  the  year  emphasizes 
the  value  of  the  library  to  the  community.  Help  is  asked 
for,  and  is  given,  in  such  widely  divergent  instances  as  the 
planning  of  a  Memorial  Service  and  the  completion  of  a 
difficult  anagram. 

The  following  specific  instances  will  cross-section  the 
work  of  the  library  in  this  field. 

Private  conferences  and  discussions  were  held  out 
of  library  hours  with  parents  and  teachers  in  the  fields  of 
child  psychology,  juvenile  delinquency  and  the  relation 
of  supervised  reading  to  the  development  of  social  con- 
sciousness and  responsibility.  Among  the  interesting  small 
human  problems  with  which  the  library  was  able  to  help 
are  the  following :  Mending  a  broken  doll ;  finding  a  "baby 
sitter"  in  an  emergency;  outlining  a  vacation  itinerary; 
planning  a  budget;  providing  character  references;  and 
planning  a  menu  of  "foolproof"  recipes  for  a  nervous  bride 
who  was  planning  her  first  family  dinner. 

Special  story  hours  were  held  at  the  library  for  indi- 
vidual children  who  needed  special  help  in  establishing 
the  reading  habit.  Basic  vocabulary  work  was  correlated 
with  the  program. 
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Ninety-three  hours,  outside  of  regular  library  hours, 
were  spent  in  arranging  and  delivering  reading  material 
to  people  who  could  not  come  to  the  library  for  valid 
reasons. 

Contact  was  maintained  with  the  work  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Foundation  in  which  the  library  has  interested 
itself  for  the  past  several  years.  In  line  with  this  work 
books  and  magazines  were  collected  and  sent  to  areas, 
both  here  and  abroad,  where  the  need  was  greatest. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  thirty-four  school  and 
town  libraries  were  visited  for  a  comparison  check  on 
work,  methods  and  community  service. 

Much  time  was  spent  during  the  year  on  integrating 
the  work  of  the  Dyer  Memorial  Library  with  that  of  the 
Public  Library.  The  Dyer  Memorial  Library's  specialized 
collection  of  Abingtonia  and  other  Massachusetts  history 
supplements  the  Public  Library's  general  collection  and 
is  invaluable  in  providing  source  material  needed  for  local 
research  projects  such  as  authenticating  early  Abington 
History  for  school  and  scout  work ;  providing  accurate  his- 
torical details  for  the  Abington  High  School  Alumni 
Association  Celebration;  supplying  genealogical  material 
for  family  historians  and  authors. 

The  Library  has  carried  out  a  planned  program  of 
close  cooperation  with  the  local  school  program.  Extra- 
curricular work  was  planned  with  the  teachers;  special 
collections  of  books,  magazines,  newspapers,  pictures,  clip- 
pings and  bibliographies  were  made  available  and  parts 
of  the  work  supervised  by  the  library  staff. 

During  Children's  Book  Week  forty-three  juvenile 
classics  in  modern  editions  were  added  to  the  shelves  in 
the  Children's  Room.  This  completes  the  program  of 
replacements  in  this  section  of  obsolete  and  inferior 
editions  which  has  been  one  of  the  major  projects  for  the 
past  several  years.  A  group  of  current  books  ranging  in 
interest  from  the  pre-primary  to  the  young-adult  group 
was  also  placed  in  circulation  during  Book  Week. 

Eight  hundred  books  purchased  and  given  have  been 
added  to  the  library  collection.  The  following  special  books 
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were  added  to  the  Reference  Collection:  Webster's  Bio- 
graphical Dictionary,  The  Readers'  Encyclopedia,  Guide 
to  the  World's  Best  Books,  Book  Review  Digest,  Collec- 
tors' Handbook,  Crafts  Handbook,  Goodes'  Atlas,  and 
United  States  Government  Manual. 

Several  groups  of  books  have  been  donated  to  the 
library  and  have  been  personally  acknowledged  with  many 
thanks  at  time  of  receipt. 

The  circulation  of  books  and  magazines  show  an 
interesting  increase  and  the  non-fiction  reading  is  noted 
with  genuine  satisfaction.  One  hundred  and  seven  new 
registrants,  during  the  year,  shows  an  increased  interest.

Among  the  many  qualifications  one  should  look  for 
in  a  librarian  the  American  Library  Association  notes 
these — The  librarian  who  works  with  the  general  reader 
must  be  something  of  a  sociologist,  psychologist  and 
practical  student  of  community  work;  for  their  work  is 
with  individuals  of  many  different  kinds.  Readers  advis- 
ory service  should  be  greatly  extended  so  that  all  readers 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  use  such  service.  Much 
appreciation  goes  to  the  librarian,  Miss  Thelma  Stone,  and 
her  assistant  Miss  Waitstill  Freeman,  who  give  such 
valuable  service  in  conducting  an  efficient  and  modern 
library. 
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NORTH  ABINGTON  LIBRARY 


The  North  Abington  Library  has  had  a  satisfactory 
year,  distinguished  by  increasing  usefulness  to  the  read- 
ing public.  During  1948  the  number  of  card-holders  has 
increased  by  73,  recruited  for  the  most  part  from  new- 
comers to  the  town.  In  addition  to  the  regular  library 
service,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  college  students 
whose  courses  call  for  research  and  specific  reading  lists. 
The  regular  readers  have  found  at  their  disposal,  the 
newest  books  in  fiction  and  biography,  travel,  and  miscel- 
laneous subjects. 

Exhibitions  held  during  the  year  have  concentrated 
on  the  work  of  home-town  artists  and  craftsmen.  In 
February  a  group  of  posters  on  sport  subjects  by  students 
of  Abington  High  School  was  shown.  For  Boy  Scout  week 
the  Scouts  assembled  an  interesting  window  of  their 
crafts  work  and  projects.  In  March  the  oils  and  water 
colors  of  Mrs.  Louise  Hudson  of  Adams  street  were  on 
display ;  and  in  May  pottery  by  Mrs.  E.  A.  Pierce  of  Pearl 
street  was  shown. 

In  July  a  collection  of  lithographs  by  the  talented 
young  Rockland  artist,  Constance  Flavell,  recent  graduate 
of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  brought  visitors  from 
the  vicinity  and  neighboring  towns.  In  October  the  library 
sponsored  hand-painted  trays  by  Mrs.  Carl  D.  Schmidt  of 
West  Abington.  Designs  for  these  trays  were  based  on 
plates  from  the  book  ' 'Early  American  Decoration"  by 
Esther  Stevens  Brazier.  In  December  water-colors  of 
nearby  scenes  were  exhibited  by  Ernest  Sawtelle,  Jr., 
teacher  in  the  Vesper  George  School  of  Art  in  Boston,  and 
now  a  resident  of  Highland  Street,  North  Abington. 

During  the  year  the  library  room  has  on  three  differ- 
ent occasions  been  opened  for  registration  of  town  voters. 
Also  in  line  with  town  interests,  the  display  window  held 
for  several  weeks  a  large  map  arranged  under  the  auspices 
of  the  School  Committee,  showing  the  distribution  of 
school  children,  and  indicative  of  a  need  for  more  adequate 
school  housing. 

A  feature  of  the  year  and  the  continued  interest  in 
the  library  has  been  the  donation  of  an  unusually  large 
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number  of  books  from  generous  friends.  Of  these  more 
than  300  have  been  Pocket  paper-covered  editions,  which 
have  helped  to  a  wider  circulation  of  popular  fiction. 

During  the  year  the  two  librarians,  Miss  Alice  Arnold 
and  Miss  Amy  Glidden,  with  the  able  assistance  of  Mrs. 
James  Morse,  as  substitute,  have  made  the  annual  survey 
of  books,  discarding  such  as  have  become  outmoded,  and 
selecting  those  in  need  of  rebinding. 

Over  one  hundred  books  were  purchased  in  the 
juvenile  field,  of  which  a  large  number  were  on  display  for 
children's  book  week.  For  the  children's  room,  we  pur- 
chased two  Mexican  prints  by  Carlos  Merida,  celebrated 
contemporary  artist  of  Mexico.  This  purchase  was  made 
possible  through  the  Blanche  Arnold  Sylvester  Fund,  by 
means  of  which  fund  were  also  obtained  "U.  S.  Camera, 
1948"  and  "Portfolio  of  Flower  Prints"  by  House  and 
Garden.  The  Woman's  Club  gift  was  used  to  buy  "The 
Encyclopedia  of  World  History."

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
AND  BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 
AND  WELFARE  AGENT 


We  herewith  submit  our  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31, 1948: 


There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the  work  of 
this  Board  during  the  year  due  to  the  changes  upward 
in  the  monthly  assistance  in  all  three  categories,  also  in 
its  administration,  due  to  additional  detail  required  by 
both  the  Federal  and  State  Departments  in  order  that 
increased  Federal  financial  assistance  may  be  received. 


During  the  year,  the  monthly  budgets  were  increased 
8.3%  and  the  Federal  contribution  is  now  up  to  $30  a 
month  instead  of  $25  a  month.  There  have  been  increased 
charges  in  both  local  and  State  hospitals'  weekly  rates — 
some  of  our  hospital  bills  have  been  very  heavy — also  some 
increase  in  rents  which  had  been  approved  by  State  Rental 
Commission. 


We  believe  our  town's  people  are  interested  in  the 
activities  of  each  department  and  want  to  see  that  our 
needy  people  are  cared  for.  They  also  are  interested  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  taxpayer,  therefore  submit  the 
following  statistics :

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  TO  THE 
SOLDIERS,  SAILORS  AND  MARINES  OF 
WORLD  WAR  I 


The  Trustees  of  the  World  War  Memorial  to  the 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Town  of  Abington  submit  their 
annual  report.  The  Trustees  organized  with  Thomas  H. 
Buckley,  Chairman,  and  Field  Committee  Representative, 
Merrill  D.  Haskins,  Secretary. 

During  the  past  year,  work  has  been  completed  on 
the  Memorial  project  between  the  Memorial  Building  and 
High  School.  The  work  was  done  by  local  landscape  archi- 
tects and  nurserymen.  By  agreement  with  the  contracting 
nurserymen,  shrubs  in  need  of  replacement  will  be  replaced 
in  the  spring  planting  season. 

The  exterior  of  the  Memorial  Building  has  been 
painted  and  the  second  story  room  of  the  Oldtown  Post, 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  has  been  repainted.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  appropriate  additional  funds  for  the  painting 
of  the  interior  of  the  building,  including  the  main  hall, 
quarters  of  the  Dorsey  Post,  American  Legion  and  Auxil- 
iary, and  hallways.  Repairs  have  been  made  to  the  build- 
ing, including  the  shower  system  and  water  heater  in  the 
basement,  replacement  of  the  piazza,  addition  of  storm 
windows  on  the  north  and  northeast  windows. 


The  building  was  taken  over  by  the  Trustees  May  1, 
1948,  following  the  vote  of  the  annual  town  meeting.  The 
sum  of  $454.00  in  rentals  has  been  received  and  turned 
over  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  Suitable  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  veterans'  organizations  and  auxiliaries 
for  use  of  the  building.  We  remind  the  citizens  that  a  well- 
equipped  hall  is  available  for  their  use  on  nights  when  not 
reserved  by  the  veterans'  organizations. 
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Certain  equipment  for  the  building  has  been  pur- 
chased by  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  have  also  ordered  wire  fence  to  be 
erected  on  the  north  side  of  Vining  Lane  from  the  building 
to  the  backstop.  We  recommend  additional  fence  be  pur- 
chased from  the  backstop  to  the  tennis  court.

REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS'  AGENT  AND 
DIRECTOR  OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES  FOR  1948 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Abington,  Mass. 

The  year  1948  was  one  of  continued  activity  in  veter- 
ans' affairs  but  there  is  an  expectation  that  the  demands 
may  diminish  this  year. 

Compensation  claims  are  constantly  arising.  Many 
veterans  who  declined  or  neglected  to  file  claims  when 
discharged  are  now  finding  it  difficult  to  compete  with  the 
more  able-bodied.  Unless  the  federal  government  renders 
some  compensatory  aid,  many  will  eventually  become  sub- 
jects of  our  charities  and  public  assistance.  I  am  convinced 
that  men  and  women  who  have  offered  their  lives  in  de- 
fence of  the  nation  should  be  adequately  provided  for  by 
the  federal  government  and  not  forced  to  become  a  burden 
on  the  local  taxpayers. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  expenditures  for 
medical  care  exceeded  all  other  purposes.  There  now 
appears  to  be  a  concerted  agitation  against  hospital  treat- 
ment for  disabled  and  ailing  veterans  by  the  Veterans' 
Administration.  If  this  effort  is  successful,  then  the  local 
taxpayers  are  assured  of  a  substantial  increase  in  tax 
levy.  Thousands  of  dollars  have  been  saved  by  this  town 
to  my  knowledge  through  the  medical  services  offered  by 
the  Veterans'  Administration. 

Certain  groups  of  widows  and  children  of  deceased 
veterans  are  entitled  to  pensions.  Owing  to  the  rapidly 
changing  population,  the  veterans'  agent  cannot  become 
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acquainted  with  all  the  veterans.  Therefore,  he  will  appre- 
ciate a  notice  of  the  death  of  any  veteran  so  that  he  may 
investigate  the  eligibility  for  a  pension.  A  very  substantial 
amount  arrives  monthly  as  a  result  of  this  activity  and 
materially  benefits  the  entire  community. 

All  residents  are  permitted  to  record  their  discharges 
at  this  office.  This  service  has  proved  invaluable.  All  vet- 
erans are  invited  to  consult  the  Agent  and  Director  of 
Veterans'  Services  whenever  a  problem  arises.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Most  of  the  time  and  effort  of  the  Board  during  the 
past  year  was  devoted  to  collaboration  with  the  Building 
Code  Committee  in  revising  and  amending  the  proposed 
Building  Code  to  better  fit  the  particular  needs  and 
requirements  of  our  town. 


The  Board  studied  proposed  layout  plans  for  several 
real  estate  sub-divisions  in  the  town  and  made  a  number 
of  recommendations  for  changes.  Layout  plans  were 
finally  approved  by  the  Board  for  sub-divisions  located  at 
Plymouth  Terrace,  Vineyard  Farms  and  the  W.  C.  Jordan 
development  at  Shaw  Avenue  extension. 

At  the  request  of  the  North  Abington  Improvement 
Association  a  revised  plan  was  prepared  for  proposed 
development,  as  a  playground,  of  property  given  the  town 
by  Miss  Abbey  Arnold  located  opposite  the  North  Abing- 
ton railroad  station.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  AND  MEMORIAL 
FIELD  COMMITTEE 


The  report  of  the  joint  field  committees  cover  the 
expenditure  of  $2,650.00  appropriation  in  the  March  meet- 
ing for  labor ;  seed,  loam  and  fertilizer ;  mowing  and  rolling 
field ;  erection  of  backstop  for  soft  ball.  The  field  has  been 
extensively  used  the  past  year  in  the  tennis  and  soft  ball 
activities,  with  the  usual  use  of  the  playing  and  practise 
football  fields  by  the  Abington  High  School  eleven  and 
Oldtown  Football  Association  eleven.  Soft  ball  interest 
increased  during  the  year  so  a  new  backstop  was  erected 
on  the  old  soft  ball  playing  field  and  from  indications  of 
interested  citizens,  the  joint  field  committee  will  have 
to  plan  on  two  soft  ball  diamonds  next  year  to  accommo- 
date local  residents  interested  in  playing.  The  tennis  courts 
are  in  need  of  resurfacing  which  will  be  the  first  repair 
work  on  the  courts  since  their  construction  in  1939.  The 
baseball  diamond  was  used  by  the  High  School  nine  and 
for  a  brief  time  in  the  spring,  by  the  Abington  Merchants. 

The  American  Legion  Post  is  considering  the  spon- 
sorship of  a  Legion  junior  baseball  nine  which  may  use 
the  diamond  during  the  summer  months.  Use  of  the  land 
formerly  owned  by  Andrew  Babb  was  granted  to  the 
Girl  Scout  Council  of  Abington  by  the  Memorial  Trustees. 
The  Council  has  erected  a  shelter,  fireplace,  water  system, 
and  toilet  on  the  grounds.  We  recommend  a  study  being 
made  of  the  possibility  of  obtaining  well  water  in  suf- 
ficient volume  to  re-open  the  swimming  pool.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Abington : 

The  65th  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
is  hereby  submitted. 

Your  Commissioners  succeeded  in  getting  the  annual 
clean  up  accomplished  before  there  was  any  real  danger  of 
a  fire  marring  the  beauties  of  Island  Grove.  Each  year  as 
the  trees  get  larger  and  older  there  is  more  accumulation 
of  leaves  and  debris  to  be  removed,  but  for  safety  and 
appearance  it  is  necessary  to  do  this  work. 

Because  the  swimming  pool  in  the  Grove  is  polluted, 
there  have  not  been  as  many  outings  as  in  previous  years 
because  nearly  all  of  the  visitors  desire  to  be  where  they 
can  have  bathing  facilities. 

Your  Commissioners  deem  it  advisable  to  remove 
some  more  of  the  large  pine  trees  which  are  dying  and 
are  becoming  a  menace  to  safety  of  the  public  and  users 
of  Island  Grove.  This  should  be  followed  by  planting  more 
young  pines  to  restore  the  beauty  which  Island  Grove 
enjoyed  before  the  advent  of  the  1938  Hurricane  and  sub- 
sequent loss  of  dying  trees. 

Your  Commissioners  have  had  many  requests  for  the 
use  of  the  Ball  Field.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  advisable  to  improve  the  Ball  Park  by  getting  the  out- 
field cleaned  of  brush  and  seeded  and  the  diamond  leveled. 

Mr.  Melvin  Libby  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from 
the  Park  Commissioners  and  the  remaining  two  members 
had  a  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  appointed 
Mr.  Robert  M.  Waters  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr. 
Libby.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  CODE  COMMITTEE 


The  Building  Code  Committee  has  held  a  number  of 
meetings  devoted  to  study  and  revision  of  the  proposed 
building  code  as  turned  over  to  the  Committee  by  the 
March  1948  Town  Meeting.  This  code  was  based  on  a  model 
prepared  by  the  Board  of  Standards  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  in  response  to  a  request  filed  with  them 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Committee  has  reviewed 
the  proposed  code  carefully  and  in  detail  and  after 
thorough  discussion  has  made  certain  amendments  and 
additions  designed  to  fit  the  code  more  nearly  to  the  par- 
ticular conditions  and  requirements  of  Abington. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  at  Abington  High  School 
on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  January  5th  for  the  purpose 
of  presenting  the  proposed  code  to  any  interested  citizens 
for  their  discussion  and  comment.  A  number  of  sugges- 
tions were  made  by  citizens  at  that  hearing  which  were 
adopted  by  the  Committee  and  incorporated  into  the 
proposed  code. 

The  proposed  code  as  adopted  by  the  Committee  was 
shown  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Standards  for  his 
informal  review  and  comment.  Since  his  comments  were 
favorable  and  he  did  not  suggest  any  material  changes 
the  proposed  building  code  was  deemed  adequate  by  the 
Committee  and  so  introduced  into  the  warrant  awaiting 
the  action  of  the  citizens  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting.

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WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


The  Joint  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Abington 
and  Rockland  herewith  submit  their  63rd  annual  report 
which  covers  the  year  1948. 


During  the  month  of  May,  and  again  in  the  month  of 
August,  tastes  and  odors  developed  in  the  water  supply 
of  Big  Sandy  Pond.  Analysis  of  the  water  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  showed  that  these  tastes  and 
odors  were  caused  by  various  types  of  algae  and  vegetable 
growths,  a  condition  which  has  been  prevalent  in  previous 
years.  Treatment  of  the  pond  with  copper  sulphate  and 
activated  carbon  resulted  in  improving  this  condition 
temporarily. 

In  the  month  of  July  the  new  Gravel  Packed  Well  was 
put  into  operation,  pumping  about  one-third  the  water 
supplied  to  the  Towns,  the  remaining  two-thirds  was  sup- 
plied from  Big  Sandy  Pond.  In  October  this  ratio  was 
increased  to  one  half  well  water  and  one  half  pond  water. 
On  October  27th,  pumping  from  the  pond  was  discon- 
tinued, and  the  entire  supply  for  the  Towns  was  taken 
from  the  well.  At  this  time  analysis  of  the  pond  water 
showed  1.2  parts  per  million  of  iron,  while  those  of  the 
well  showed  .65  parts  per  million.  The  high  iron  content 
of  the  pond  water  was  attributed  to  the  Fall  "turnover"  of 
the  Pond,  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  Rusty 
water  conditions  and  iron  stains  on  cooking  utensils, 
enamelware  and  washings,  produced  many  justifiable  com- 
plaints from  consumers  in  both  Towns.  Little  or  nothing 
could  be  done  at  the  time  since  both  sources  of  supply  were 
extremely  high  in  iron  content :  (the  standard  being  not 
in  excess  of  .3  per  million.)

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On  November  4th  the  iron  content  of  the  Pond  water- 
returned  to  normal,  (.35  parts  per  million)  and  immedi- 
ately the  well  was  abandoned,  and  the  entire  supply  was 
taken  from  the  Pond. 


Although  the  quality  and  purity  of  the  well  water  is 
very  high,  it  had  to  be  temporarily  abandoned  until  the 
possibilities  of  an  iron  removal  could  be  studied.  Quoting 
from  the  1945  Annual  Report  of  the  Water  Commissioners 
to  the  Town,  'The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  gravel  well  supply  has  decided  advantages  over  the 
nitration,  and  also  in  the  event  that  iron  did  continue  in 
the  well  supply,  it  can  be  removed  mechanically  without 
the  addition  of  chemicals." 


Inasmuch  as  the  iron  content  of  the  well  water  is 
apparently  not  going  to  decrease  the  continued  use  of  the 
well,  it  will  be  necessary  to  install  iron  removal  equipment 
before  the  well  can  again  be  used. 


The  Joint  Boards  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Abing- 
ton  and  Rockland,  have  employed  the  firm  of  Weston  and 
Sampson,  Consulting  Engineers,  for  the  purpose  of  im- 
proving the  water  supply  for  both  Towns.  Lack  of  time 
for  careful  study  by  the  firm  of  Weston  and  Sampson  will 
preclude  a  report  for  the  1949  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Any 
action  to  be  taken  on  iron  removal  equipment  or  other 
treatment  must  be  taken  jointly  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Abington  and  Rockland,  and  also  jointly  by  the  two  towns 
themselves. 


Increased  consumption  of  water  in  the  Towns,  due  to 
new  building  and  industrial  use,  has  taxed  the  16 "  force 
main,  feeding  both  towns,  to  its  full  capacity.  This  is  an 
extremely  hazardous  condition  as  regards  to  lire  protec- 
tion. Little  or  no  margin  of  safetv  is  allowed  in  case  of  a 
bad  break,  such  as  occurred  on  November  4th,  or  in  case 
of  a  serious  fire.  This  situation  also  affects  the  blowing  of 
hydrants  or  flushing  of  the  system  to  help  remedy  unsatis- 
factory water  conditions  in  various  parts  of  the  Town. 
Such  measures  of  relief  must  be  restricted  to  times  when 
the  tank  is  full  and  the  consumption  low. 
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WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT  FOR  1948 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Abington: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  on  their  supervision  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Abington  Water  Works  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1948,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  206,  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter  56,  Acts  of  1897  and 
Chapter  618,  Acts  of  1945.  A  listing  of  outstanding  notes, 
issued  for  water  works  purposes,  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Town  Treasurer.  Receipts  and  expenditures 
are  listed  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Accountant.  Separate 
reports  will  be  found  elsewhere  of  the  Joint  Board  of 
Wrater  Commissioners  of  Abington  and  Rockland  on  the 
joint  water  works  of  the  two  towns.  Their  report  will 
include  the  report  of  the  Joint  Superintendent  and  the 
Joint  Registrar. 

'  Costs  of  all  items  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the 
water  works  continued  to  increase  during  the  year  of  1948 
and  at  a  rate  much  faster  than  the  increased  revenue. 
This  has  resulted  in  lessening  the  amount  available  for 
new  extensions  and  improvements.  For  the  past  several 
years  the  revenue  has  provided  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  existing  works  and  in  addition  an 
amount  sufficient  to  extend  the  mains  for  supplying  new 
buildings  located  either  on  existing  streets  which  were 
without  water  service  or  upon  new  streets.  In  common 
with  neighboring  towns,  there  is  more  new  building  con- 
struction in  progress  than  in  any  other  year  since  the 
water  works  was  first  installed.  Many  new  streets  are 
being  laid  out  in  tracts  of  land  which  were  previously 
undeveloped.  There  seems  no  alternative  but  to  extend  the 
water  mains  into  these  streets  to  provide  domestic  service 
and  fire  protection.  As  this  report  is  written,  there  are  37 
applications  for  water  service  on  file  for  locations  now 
being  developed.  Some  of  these  are  located  in  the  vicinity 
of  Thicket  Street,  East  Battery  Street,  O'Connor  Road 
(off  Vineyard  Road)  and  Winsor  Park  (off  Plymouth 
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Street) .  As  the  current  revenue  is  insufficient  to  meet  the 
cost  of  these  extensions,  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00  be  borrowed  for  this  purpose.  This  is  to  be 
repaid  in  not  more  than  10  years  from  water  revenue. 

Sixty-nine  (69)  new  services  were  connected  in  1948, 
the  greatest  number  in  any  year  since  the  original  instal- 
lation.

The  amount  of  water  used  by  the  takers  of  two  towns 
has  continued  to  increase  year  by  year.  If  this  increase 
continues,  it  will  necessitate  an  increase  in  pumping  facili- 
ties. This  will  probably  be  a  "booster"  pump  located  near 
the  end  of  the  force  main  nearest  the  towns.  Such  an 
arrangement  will  allow  water  to  be  pumped  at  a  higher 
rate  into  the  force  main  at  the  pumping  station  without 
increasing  the  pressure  to  a  point  which  would  be  danger- 
ous. At  present,  water  is  pumped  at  the  rate  of  1,050 
gallons  per  minute  which  requires  a  pressure  of  about  120 
pounds  per  square  inch  to  lift  the  water  and  overcome  the 
friction  of  the  pipes.  It  takes  an  average  of  over  16  hours 
pumping  per  day  to  supply  the  present  demand.  There  are 
days  when  "around  the  clock"  pumping  is  necessary. 
Pumps  which  would  pump  at  a  higher  rate  would  increase 
the  pressure  to  a  point  which  would  probably  burst  the 
mains.  A  "booster  pump"  would  work  in  conjunction  with 
the  main  pump  and  allow  the  present  force  main  to  supply 
water  at  an  increased  rate  without  increasing  the  pressure 
at  the  pumping  station. 

As  previously  reported,  an  attempt  was  made  to 
obtain  a  suitable  ground  water  supply  from  a  well  located 
at  a  point  of  land  which  extends  into  Great  Sandy  Bottom 
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Pond  in  Pembroke.  This  land  is  part  of  the  original  pump- 
ing station  lot  taken  for  that  purpose  in  1836.  The  well  is 
about  300  feet  from  the  pumping  station.  Test  wells  were 
first  driven  in  several  locations  in  the  vicinity  in  search 
of  a  location  where  there  was  water  of  suitable  quality 
(free  from  bacteria,  objectionable  tastes  and  odors)  and 
having  a  soil  of  a  course  nature  so  that  it  could  con- 
tinuously yield  a  sufficient  amount  of  water  to  supply  our 
needs  at  all  times. 

Two  locations  on  the  point  of  land  were  reported  to 
have  strata  of  coarse  gravel  and  samples  of  the  water 
from  one  of  them,  designated  as  Test  Well  No.  5.  were 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  by  Howard 
E.  Bailey.  Consulting  Engineer.  The  report  on  the  samples 
submitted  by  Engineer  Bailey  stated  that  the  iron  content 
of  water  collected  on  March  18.  1945  was  .05  parts  per 
million  and  the  iron  content  of  another  sample,  collected 
on  May  25,  1945.  at  the  end  of  a  24  hour  pumping  test,  was 
the  same,  i.e..  .05  parts  per  million.  Under  date  of  May  14. 
1945.  Vlado  A.  Getting,  Commissioner  of  Public  Health, 
wrote  the  Joint  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  in  part : 
"The  results  of  the  analyses  of  a  sample  of  water  from 
this  well  collected  on  May  4,  1945.  show  that  it  was  clear 
and  colorless,  free  from  turbidity  and  sediment  and  odor, 
soft  and  generally  of  good  quality  for  drinking  and  other 
domestic  purposes.  The  water  contained  iron  and  manga- 
nese in  amounts  less  than  that  known  to  be  objectionable 
in  waters  used  for  drinking  purposes.  Taking  into  con- 
sideration the  favorable  results  of  this  preliminary  test, 
the  Department  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  site  in  question 
may  prove  to  be  an  appropriate  one  for  development  of  a 
ground  water  supply  for  Abington  and  Rockland.  Accord- 
ingly the  Department  recommends  that  your  Board  con- 
tinue its  tests  in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  well  in  question 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  probable  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  water  available."  Under  date  of  May  31.  1945. 
Engineer  Bailey  wrote  the  Joint  Board,  in  part.  "Since  the 
test  wells  indicate  that  an  ample  supply  of  excellent  water 
may  be  obtained  from  wells  near  the  pumping  station,  the 
next  step  is  to  sink  one  full-size  gravel-wall  well  at  this 
location,  and  to  pump  therefrom,  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than 
1.050  gallons  per  minute.  This  test  should  be  conducted 
for  about  seven  days  and  observations  made  on  the  draw- 
down and  samples  of  water  taken  for  analyses  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  Upon  the 
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successful  conclusion  of  these  tests,  it  is  expected  that 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  will  give 
their  approval  to  the  site  and  the  well,  and  that  the  com- 
pletion of  the  supply,  including  an  additional  well,  dupli- 
cate pumping  equipment,  and  appurtenant  work  may  then 
be  completed/' 

The  advice  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  and 
of  Engineer  Bailey  was  followed  and  a  full-size  well,  73 
feet  deep,  was  installed.  A  temporary  pump  was  installed 
in  the  well  and  operated  at  the  rate  of  1,100  gallons  per 
minute,  day  and  night  for  several  weeks.  The  water 
pumped  was  discharged  into  the  pond.  Almost  from  the 
start  of  high-rate  pumping,  the  iron  content  of  the  well 
water  pumped,  increased  day  by  day  until  it  appeared  that 
iron  was  present  in  5.5  parts  per  million  parts.  Iron  in  .3 
parts  per  million  is  considered  the  top  limit. 

As  a  result  of  the  high  iron  content  of  the  water  a 
conference  was  held  on  January  16,  1946  in  the  office  of 
Chier  Engineer  Arthur  D.  Weston  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  at  which  representatives  of  the  Joint  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  and  Engineer  Bailey  were  pres- 
ent. Engineer  Weston  stated  that  there  was  an  equal 
chance  that  the  iron  content  of  water  would  decrease  with 
use  to  a  suitable  value  and  recommended  that  a  permanent 
pump  be  installed  in  the  well,  a  suitable  building  be  con- 
structed to  enclose  the  same,  and  that  the  pump  be  con- 
nected to  the  force  main.  Upon  completion  of  this  work, 
the  well  water  was  to  be  pumped  into  the  mains  for  use 
in  a  mixture  with  the  pond  water;  the  amount  of  well 
water  to  be  gradually  increased  until  at  the  end  of  six 
weeks  well  water  alone  would  be  pumped.  This  recom- 
mendation was  followed.  A  pump  of  1,100  gallons  per 
minute  capacity  was  installed,  a  concrete-block  building 
erected  around  it,  a  16-inch  pipe  connected  to  the  force 
main,  and  an  electric  power  line  run  to  the  pump  motor. 

On  July  25,  1948,  the  first  well  water  was  pumped 
into  the  system  mixed  with  an  equal  amount  of  pond 
water.  On  October,  the  proportion  of  well  water  was  in- 
creased to  70%  and  on  October  28,  the  proportion  was 
increased  to  100%.  During  this  period,  the  iron  content 
gradually  increased  to  a  maximum  of  .85  parts  per  million. 
While  the  well  water  was  being  pumped,  there  were  in- 
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numerable  complaints  of  highly-colored  water,  a  disagree- 
able taste  and  the  staining  of  laundry.  The  pumping  of 
the  undesirable  water  was  continued  in  the  hope  that  the 
drawing  of  the  water  for  a  considerable  period  of  time 
would  result  in  the  iron  content  diminishing.  On  Novem- 
ber 4,  1948,  it  appeared  that  no  decrease  could  be  expected 
and  pumping  from  the  well  was  discontinued.  Since  that 
date  all  water  has  come  from  Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond. 
It  now  appears  that  an  iron  removal  plant  will  have  to  be 
installed  to  operate  in  conjunction  with  the  well  before 
suitable  water  from  that  source  can  be  obtained. 

The  reason  for  trying  to  develop  a  ground  water 
supply  was  the  fact  that  the  water  of  Great  Sandy  Bottom 
Pond  had  a  disagreeable  taste  and  odor  during  certain 
periods  of  each  year.  During  the  past  twenty  years,  the 
number  and  duration  of  these  periods  has  been  slowly 
increasing.  The  pond  water  has  been  treated  during  such 
periods  with  copper  sulphate  to  destroy  the  cause  of  the 
taste  and  odor  and  with  activated  charcoal  to  reduce  them. 
In  1945,  the  source  of  supply  was  surveyed  by  Whitman 
and  Howard,  consulting  engineers,  and  they  recommended 
a  treatment  plant  for  the  pond  water  at  a  cost,  based  on 
1941  figures,  of  $140,000.00.  It  then  appeared  that  a 
ground  water  supply  could  be  obtained  for  a  much  smaller 
expenditure. 

There  is  a  choice  of  any  one  of  three  methods  by 
which  suitable  water  may  be  available  at  all  times: 
(A)  A  treatment  plant  for  the  pond  water  to  remove  the 
causes  of  the  tastes  and  odors  and  to  correct  the  elements 
which  cause  corrosion  in  the  pipes ;  (B)  An  iron  removal 
plant  to  remove  the  iron  in  the  well  water ;  (C)  Connecting 
to  the  Metropolitan  Water  Works.  The  Joint  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  have  asked  the  engineering  firm 
of  Weston  and  Sampson  to  estimate  their  charge  for  mak- 
ing a  survey  of  these  alternative  methods,  and  the  sub- 
mission of  their  recommendations  upon  the  same.  It  is 
intended  that  a  definite  recommendation  will  be  made 
to. the  towns  before  the  annual  meetings. 

In  our  report  for  1947,  it  was  stated  that  the  jointly- 
owned  concrete  standpipe  on  Beech  Hill,  Rockland,  had 
been  taken  out  of  service  because  of  a  leak  near  the  top. 
This  leak  has  been  corrected  and  the  bottom  of  the  stand- 
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pipe  has  been  cleaned.  There  is  some  question  as  to  the 
structural  strength  of  this  standpipe  because  of  the  shell- 
ing-off  of  the  outer  concrete  which  has  exposed  many  of 
the  iron  reinforcing  rods.  Weston  and  Sampson  have  been 
asked  to  submit  their  opinion  on  the  strength  of  this 
standpipe. 

Water  at  the  dead-ends  of  the  distribution  system 
has  generally  been  of  poorer  quality  than  that  in  the  cen- 
tral parts  because  of  color,  tastes  and  odors.  Tests  have 
indicated  that  concentrations  of  iron  exist  in  these  sec- 
tions of  the  system  which  are  greatly  in  excess  of  amounts 
of  iron  found  in  the  water  as  it  enters  the  system.  The 
corrosive  nature  of  the  water  is  a  source  of  this  difficulty. 
Weston  and  Sampson  are  now  conducting  a  survey  of  this 
problem  and  will  make  recommendations. 

A  serious  break  in  the  16-inch  force  main  at  a  point 
in  Pembroke  near  the  Hanson  line  occurred  on  November 
4,  1948.  A  length  of  pipe  split  along  the  bottom  and  caused 
considerable  damage  to  the  road  and  the  loss  of  a  large 
amount  of  water.  The  break  occurred  at  6.00  A.  M.  on  a 
Thursday  and  was  repaired  by  6.00  P.  M.  but  it  took  con- 
tinuous pumping  until  10.00  P.  M.  on  the  following  Satur- 
day to  again  fill  all  of  the  standpipes.  Emergency  connec- 
tions at  Brockton  and  Hanover  were  opened  during  the 
shutdown. 


The  Appellate  Tax  Board  on  June  9, 1948  promulgated 
their  decrees  on  the  two  petitions  filed  by  the  Joint  Board 
against  the  Assessors  of  the  Town  of  Pembroke,  Docket 
No.  25,360  and  25,361.  These  petitions  were  for  a  deter- 
mination of  the  valuations  upon  which  Abington  and 
Rockland  must  annually  pay  to  Pembroke  an  amount  in 
lieu  of  taxes.  The  first  petition  concerned  five  parcels  from 
which  buildings  had  been  removed  and  the  amounts  deter- 
mined were  $2,950;  $2,000;  $1,180;  $1,500;  and  $500; 
these  figures  being  the  assessed  valuations  before  the 
buildings  were  removed.  The  second  petition  concerned  the 
buildings  known  as  the  engineers'  house  and  the  barn  and 
are  located  near  the  pumping  station.  It  was  determined 
that  no  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  was  due  on  these  build- 
ings as  no  revenue  in  the  nature  of  rent  is  received  from 
them  but  that  payments  must  be  made  on  the  land  on  a 
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valuation  of  $500.00.  These  actions  were  brought  under 
the  provisions  of  Sections  6  and  7  of  Chapter  59  of  the 
General  Laws.

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REPORT  OF  EQUIPMENT  CONSOLIDATION 
COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  it  was  voted  that  a  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  by  the  moderator  to  study  the  prac- 
ticability of  the  interchange  of  the  use  of  town  equipment 
by  various  departments. 


This  committee  has  held  several  meetings,  and  it  was 
found  that  the  Water  Department  and  Highway  Depart- 
ment had  been  cooperating  for  some  time  in  the  inter- 
change of  equipment. 

We  were  informed  by  the  selectman  member  of  our 
committee  that  the  Board  was  again  recommending  the 
purchase  of  a  Motor  Grader  for  the  Highway  Department. 
This  immediately  brought  to  light  the  possibility  of  the 
joint  use  of  this  equipment  for  back-filling  by  the  Water 
Department  and  maintenance  of  the  dump  bv  the  Board 
of  Health. 

At  the  time  this  committee  was  appointed,  there  was 
available  to  anv  department  in  the  town  the  use  of  a  plat- 
form body  GMC  truck.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
the  truck  in  question  is  out  of  service  and  because  of  it 
being  19  years  old,  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  spend 
more  money  for  repairs. 


Your  committee  does,  however,  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  another  International  similar  to  the  one  now 
owned  to  replace  the  GMC,  and  which  could  be  used  for 
hauling  the  sprayer  and  removing  trees  by  the  Tree 
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Department ;  plowing  snow,  sanding  and  road  work  by  the 
Highway  Department;  for  hauling  fill  for  the  Health 
Department;  or  work  by  any  other  department  in  the 
town.  This  truck  to  be  housed  in  the  highway  building  and 
placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF.  STREETS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Streets  for  the  year  1948. 

Highway  Appropriation  $17,000.00 
This  amount  was  expended  as  follows: 

Tarvia  was  applied  to  Cherry,  Dunbar,  Bank  and 
Washington  Streets  from  G.A.R.  Hall  to  Cliff  Street ;  600 
feet  on  Ashland  Street;  1,200  feet  of  Lincoln  Street  was 
resurfaced  with  gravel  and  far. 

During  the  year  much  repair  work  was  done  which 
was  made  necessary  as  a  result  of  the  severe  winter 
weather.  Three  hundred  tons  of  mix-in-place  patch  was 
made  by  the  Department  at  a  saving  of  $2.25  per  ton  over 
the  current  purchase  price. 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Washington  Street  from 
Col.  Hunt  Drive  to  Wilson  Place  and  plain  8"  concrete  pipe 
was  used. 

During  the  winter  a  stone  culvert  on  Chestnut  Street 
caved  in  and  same  was  replaced  with  24"  reinforced  con- 
crete pipe.  .  . 

On  Lincoln  Street  44  feet  of  12"  reinforced  concrete 
pipe  was  laid. 

Two  catch  basins  were  constructed  on  Plymouth 
Street,  one  on  Temple  Street  and  one  on  Railroad  Street. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  average  cost  of  these  basins  is 
$130.00  each.  During  the  year  catch  basins,  drains,  and 
brooks  were  cleaned  as  needed. 
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A  sidewalk  was  built  on  the  easterly  side  of  Dunbar 
Street  to  Thaxter  Avenue. 

Street  markings  were  painted  once  during  the  year 
at  all  dangerous  places,  and  I  recommend  that  this  paint- 
ing be  done  twice  each  year. 

Many  of  the  out-lying  secondary  streets  are  fast 
approaching  a  condition  where  continued  patching  is  im- 
practicable and  I  therefore  recommend  the  purchase  of  a 
grader  this  year  to  assist  in  rebuilding  portions  of  these 
streets  from  year  to  year  and  for  use  in  connection  with 
snow  removal.  I  further  recommend  that  the  Town  give 
further  consideration  to  the  rebuilding  of  North  Avenue 
from  the  Rockland  line  to  the  railroad  crossing. 

After  the  ground  froze  at  the  end  of  the  year,  bushes 
were  cut  on  Vineyard  Road,  Oak  Street,  Robbins  Avenue, 
Niles,  Green,  High,  Mill,  Linwood  and  Lincoln  Streets. 
During  December  $300.00  was  transferred  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  continue  this  work  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  new  surface  of  tar  and  gravel  was  applied  to  newly 
accepted  street,  King  Avenue.  Col.  Hunt  Drive  was  also 
surfaced  with  funds  held  over  from  1947. 

A  new  culvert  was  laid  across  Ashland  Street  in  which 
40  feet  of  24"  reinforced  concrete  pipe  was  used. 

Filter  beds  were  mowed  and  cleaned,  and  lines  flushed 

out. 

Lincoln  Street  Drainage  Appropriation  $1T000.00 

Eight  hundred  and  ninety  feet  of  8"  and  10"  concrete 
pipe  was  used  and  four  drop  inlets  constructed  which  have 
proved  successful  on  this  drainage  project.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDING 
PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


At  the  Town  Meeting  held  in  March,  1948,  it  was 
voted  to  instruct  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  to  investigate  the  possible  necessity  of  increasing  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  schools,  and  to  prepare  preliminary 
plans  to  present  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1949. 
The  Building  Planning  Committee  was  organized  in  April 
of  1948  and  has  held  ten  meetings  since  then.  In  its  delib- 
erations, the  committee  has  been  in  continued  conference 
with  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Many  of  the  town's  citizens  have  helped  the  com- 
mittee by  their  active  interest  and  frank  discussions  of 
the  subject.  This  proved  to  be  of  great  value  in  formulating 
the  report. 


In  appraising  the  school  building  needs  of  Abington, 
it  was  necessary  to  assemble  information  on  the  number 
of  resident  births,  the  past,  present  and  future  enrollments 
in  the  schools,  and  also  the  number  and  location  of  new 
homes  being  built  within  the  town. 


The  information  on  increasing  enrollment,  and  the 
birth-rate  given  in  the  last  Town  Report  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  was  reviewed  and  checked  in  relation 
to  present  school  capacity. 


The  Education  Committee  of  the  Abington  Woman's 
Club  prepared  on  a  town  map,  furnished  and  mounted  by 
the  high  school  staff,  the  location  of  all  the  pupils  of  the 
town  in  each  grade  group,  together  with  the  location  and 
number  of  all  new  houses  erected  since  1946.  This  was  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  increasing  school  requirements. 
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and  the  trend  of  centers  of  school  population  in  relation 
to  our  present  schoolhouses.  Since  1946,  there  have  been 
154  new  houses  erected,  with  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  who  will  attend  the  schools.  This 
map  was  exhibited  in  both  precincts  of  the  town  to  show 
the  situation  graphically.  Both  the  information  on  school 
enrollments  and  the  birth-rate  given  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  and  the  survey  made  by  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  Abington  Woman's  Club,  indicate  that 
a  large  amount  of  additional  school  seating  capacity  will 
soon  be  needed  to  house  the  increased  number  of  school 
children. 


At  the  present  time  114  grade  school  pupils  have 
been  transferred  from  the  grade  schools  to  the  High 
School,  which  has  sufficient  space  to  receive  them  for  a 
limited  period  of  time.  In  a  short  time,  however,  the  High 
School  will  be  filled  to  capacity  and  it  will  be  impossible 
to  move  the  ever  increasing  number  of  grade  school  chil- 
dren into  this  building.  By  the  time  that  additional  school 
capacity  can  be  approved  and  built,  it  will  be  urgently 
needed  to  take  care  of  the  large  increases  in  school  popu- 
lation now  taking  place.  The  main  reason  for  the  rapid 
out-growing  of  the  present  schools  is  the  increase  in  the 
birth-rate  since  1941.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  ten 
year  period,  from  1931  to  1941,  was  70  a  year.  The  average 
birth-rate  for  the  eight  year  period,  from  1941  to  1948, 
was  130,  an  86%  increase.  The  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  will  be  reflected  in  the  schools  over 
a  twelve  year  period,  the  time  that  it  takes  a  pupil  to  go 
through  the  grades  and  high  school  classes. 


On  the  basis  of  the  birth-rate  figures  through  1948  and 
the  resulting  school  enrollment  through  the  next  six 
years,  it  will  be  advisable  to  provide  additional  space, 
equivalent  to  a  sixteen  class-room  school.  This  will  accomo- 
date 413  pupils.  This  capacity  allows  two  extra  class- 
rooms for  safe  margin,  to  avoid  the  relatively  expensive 
process  of  later  additions.  The  following  table  has  been 
assembled  to  compare  over  a  period  of  years,  the  capacity 
of  the  schools,  in  relation  to  requirements  for  pupil  places. 
The  first  two  columns  show  the  additional  seating  capacity 
necessary  in  increasing  amounts  each  year,  beginning 
with  the  school  year  1950-1951.

The  present  high  school  and  two  grade  schools  were 
constructed  at  a  time  when  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials 
was  less  than  it  is  now.  These  three  buildings  were  built 
at  a  net  cost  to  the  town  of  approximately  $230,000  alto- 
gether, out  of  a  gross  or  total  cost  of  $518,000.  The 
remainder  of  the  cost,  $288,000  was  provided  by  the  Insur- 
ance Companies  for  fire  damage,  and  by  United  States 
Government  aid.  If  built  today  these  schools  are  estimated 
to  cost  well  over  $1,000,000.  This  is  nearly  four  times 
what  the  town  actually  paid  for  them.  The  new  schools 
allow  more  room  per  pupil  than  the  schools  they  replaced, 
to  meet  requirements  of  health  and  safety.  They  include, 
beside  the  classrooms  themselves,  multi-purpose  rooms, 
cafeteria,  health  unit,  and  sanitary  toilets  located  on  the 
same  floor  as  the  classrooms.  Proper  ventilation,  heating 
and  lighting  are  provided  as  well  as  adequate  corridors  and 
stairways,  for  safety  in  case  of  fire.  It  takes  a  larger  school 
building,  under  present  educational  requirements,  to  ac- 
commodate a  given  number  of  pupils,  than  was  provided 
in  the  case  of  the  old  school  buildings. 
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A  study  has  been  made  in  trends  in  school  population 
and  enrollment,  in  relation  to  plans  for  enlarging  the 
existing  school  facilities.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  New 
England  School  Development  Council,  a  conference  at 
Harvard  University  was  attended  at  which  information 
on  school  population  and  building  trends  in  the  country 
was  discussed. 

The  number  of  school  enrollments  has  continued  to 
increase  since  the  need  of  increased  capacity  was  indi- 
cated in  the  Town  Report  of  1947,  just  a  year  ago.  By 
September  of  1950  the  present  schools  will  not  be  able 
to  house  the  enrollment  expected  at  that  time,  and  suc- 
ceeding years  will  require  larger  and  larger  accommoda- 
tions. Six  years  from  now  the  present  elementary  schools 
will  be  able  to  handle  only  the  first  four  or  five  grades.  The 
additional  space  needed  would  provide  for  pupils  in  the 
grades  between  the  fourth  grade  and  the  classes  of  the 
High  School.  The  needs  of  this  group,  which  contains  some 
pre-adolescent  and  some  adolescent  youngsters,  can  be 
served  better  by  a  separation  from  the  lower  grade  classes, 
and  from  the  High  School  group. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  architect  of  the  present 
schools  and  with  another  architectural  firm  to  study  the 
possibility  of  adding  seating  space  to  the  present  grade 
schools.  Several  possible  ways  of  increasing  the  present 
school  capacity  were  studied.  These  alternatives  included 
the  following : 

(1)  Additional  rooms  to  both  the  North  and  Center 
Elementary  Schools, 

(2)  An  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  Building, 

(3)  An  additional  elementary  school  building  in  West 
Abington, 

(4)  A  new  school  in  a  central  location,  for  use  as  a 
Junior  High  School  or  in  a  similar  capacity. 

Plans  and  estimates  in  considerable  detail  of  the 
several  alternative  methods  of  obtaining  additional  school 
capacity  have  been  submitted  by  reliable  architects.  These 
have  been  carefully  analyzed,  and  used  in  making  the 
report. 
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The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  making  additions  to  exist- 
ing buildings  of  the  size  necessary  to  cover  the  increased 
pupil  enrollments  of  sixty  per  cent  or  more,  has  not  shown 
the  economy  desired,  whether  one  considers  initial  cost  of 
construction  or  current  operation  and  administration. 

It  has  been  found  that  new  buildings  for  the  elemen- 
tary grades  can  now  be  constructed  on  a  more  economical 
design  than  formerly.  These  schools  are  single  story 
buildings  with  natural  day-lighting  from  both  sides.  Each 
room  has  a  door  leading  directly  to  the  outside,  thereby 
permitting  the  emptying  of  all  rooms  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible, and  with  a  minimum  of  confusion  in  case  of  fire.  It 
has  been  found  that  large  savings  in  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion can  be  made  using  this  type  of  new  building. 

Many  surrounding  towns  have  found  themselves  in  a 
similar  position  to  Abington,  with  additional  school  capa- 
city needed  soon.  Information  and  costs,  relative  to  the 
type  of  buildings  being  built  in  other  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth has  been  available  to  compare  with  the  needs 
of  Abington.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  has  recognized 
this  condition,  and  will  reimburse  cities  and  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth,  by  act  of  legislation,  Chapter  645,  Acts 
of  1948,  for  a  portion  of  school  building  costs.  Under  the 
formula  set  up  by  this  law,  Abington  is  entitled  to  47% 
of  construction  costs.  This  act  of  the  state  legislature 
extends  to  June  30,  1951.  To  obtain  this  state  aid  the  town 
needs  the  approval  of  its  plans  by  the  State  Building 
Assistance  Commission.  It  has  been  indicated  that  this 
Commission,  in  approving  plans  will  pay  attention  to  hav- 
ing adequate  playground  area  around  the  school  building. 

It  is  evident,  from  the  experience  of  recent  years  that 
a  school  system  needs  some  flexibility  to  take  care  of 
growing  needs.  A  relatively  small  building  in  each  precinct 
of  the  town  can  house  the  lower  elementary  grades.  A  cen- 
trally located  school  can  serve  to  take  the  overflow  in 
enrollments  from  both  precincts  of  the  town.  Also,  such 
a  building,  properly  constructed  near  the  present  high 
school  building,  could  house  either  the  elementary  grades 
or,  in  emergency,  some  of  the  high  school  grades. 

In  the  case  of  the  central  school,  a  number  of  possible 
locations  has  been  considered,  ranging  from  the  area  adja- 
cent to  Lincoln  Boulevard,  which  is  near  the  high  school. 
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to  the  geographical  center  of  the  town,  which  is  some 
distance  to  the  west  of  Lincoln  Boulevard.  Then  there  are 
areas  adjacent  to  Memorial  Field,  associated  with  the  high 
school,  which  would  provide  the  added  advantage  of  per- 
mitting the  use  of  the  entire  recreation  area.  A  new  school 
in  a  central  location,  offers  economy  in  flexibility  of  use, 
under  the  plans  of  administering  our  school  system.  A 
new  school  of  this  type  would  not  require,  in  the  immedi- 
ate future,  any  more  administrative  personnel  than  would 
be  required  in  the  case  of  additions  to  the  present  school 
buildings,  but  additional  janitor  service  would  be  neces- 
sary in  either  case. 

In  order  that  the  town  may  take  any  action  it  may 
desire,  to  meet  school  capacity  needs,  articles  in  the  town 
warrant  are  needed  to  cover  the  several  steps.

School  Building  Planning  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  report  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  year  1948 
is  herewith  presented  for  information  and  study. 


At  our  organization  meeting  in  March,  the  same 
officers  as  the  preceding  year  were  elected  to  serve  again :: 
H.  Palmer  Blake,  Chairman ;  Norman  B.  Nash,  Vice-Chair- 
man, and  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Goodhue,  Secretary. 


Twelve  regular  and  nine  special  meetings  were  held 
Most  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  also  attended  every 
meeting  of  the  School  Building  Planning  Committee. 


Many  serious  problems  have  been  faced  by  the  School 
Committee  during  1948  requiring  much  time  and  earnest 
thought.  The  most  serious  problem  has  been  that  of  retain- 
ing well  qualified  personnel  on  the  salary  schedule  in  opera- 
tion during  the  current  year.  Although  resignations  were 
not  quite  as  numerous  as  in  1947,  we  lost  several  excellent 
teachers  and  the  Committee  was  gravely  concerned  lest 
our  teaching  force  be  weakened  thereby.  We  are  glad  to 
report,  however,  that  with  one  exception,  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  fill  all  vacancies  with  competent  and  experienced 
teachers. 

With  one  exception,  resignations  came  from  teachers 
who  were  going  to  new  positions  at  higher  salaries.

Mr.  Howard  F.  Mason  resigned  (effective  July  31)  as 
Superintendent  of  our  schools  to  accept  a  position  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  at  Hanover,  N.  H.  This  resignation 
was  accepted  with  genuine  regret.  Mr.  Mason  was  an 
efficient  and  far-sighted  administrator,  tireless  in  his 
devotion  to  his  work,  and  willing  to  take  upon  himself  any 
task  which  he  felt  would  further  the  educational  program 
of  our  schools. 

Mr.  Gilbert  D.  Bristol  was  chosen  as  a  successor  to 
Mr.  Mason  from  a  wide  field  of  applicants.  He  has  had 
previous  experience  as  an  administrator  having  served 
both  as  principal  and  superintendent  in  Hatfield,  Mass.  He 
has  undertaken  a  difficult  task  with  poise  and  vision.  We 
urge  vou  to  read  his  detailed  report  on  the  administration 
of  our  schools. 

The  tragic  death  of  Edward  Snyder  following  an 
injury  in  a  football  game  was  a  grievous  burden  to  be 
borne  by  family,  friends,  and  fellow  townspeople.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  memory  of  this  young  athlete  will  be  kept 
before  us  by  the  Edward  Snyder  Scholarship  Fund.  The 
Gross  Receipts  of  this  Fund  were  $3,088.06 ;  Expenditures, 
$1,318.62;  Balance,  $1,769.44.  It  is  intended  that  this 
balance  will  be  increased  from  time  to  time  so  that  the 
interest  on  the  principal  will  provide  an  annual  $100.00 
scholarship  for  some  worthy  student. 

The  injury  to  John  Ruzycki  was  eaually  regrettable. 
Both  of  these  accidents  emphasized  the  inadeouacy  of  the 
athletic  insurance  being  carried  on  boys  participating  in 
football.  It  has  therefore  been  decided  to  include  in  this 
year's  budget  a  sufficient  sum  to  provide  insurance  on  a 
broad  coverage  basis  for  football,  and  on  a  lesser  coverage 
basis  for  other  sports. 
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At  the  town  meeting  in  March,  1946,  the  School  Com- 
mittee was  authorized  to  sell  at  Public  Auction  certain 
designated  lots  which  form  a  part  of  the  Center  School 
grounds.  After  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  we  finally  suc- 
ceeded in  having  these  lots  surveyed  and  then  submitted 
a  request  to  the  Town  Counsel  to  draw  up  the  correct  form 
of  sale.  The  Town  Counsel  replied  by  advising  that  a  fur- 
ther complication  had  arisen  concerning  a  right  of  way  in 
connection  with  this  property.  It  was  therefore  decided 
to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1949, 
for  explanations  and  further  consideration. 

Acknowledgements 

The  School  Committee  accepts  with  gratitude  a  $100 
Scholarship  to  be  presented  annually  by  the  Catholic 
Woman's  Guild  to  a  deserving  Catholic  High  School  Senior. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Johnson  Educational  Trust  Fund.  These 
Trustees  are:  Robert  Dennis,  Merrill  Haskins,  and  Dr. 
George  Whiting.  They  have  announced  that  an  annual  loan 
of  $250.00  at  2%  will  be  available  to  students  who  are 
planning  further  study.  The  Fund  has  been  established 
in  memory  of  James  Blackmar  Johnson  and  Susan  Wales 
Johnson.  James  Blackmar  Johnson  was  Abraham  Lincoln's 
bodyguard  and  lived  on  the  corner  lot  at  the  junction  of 
Washington  and  Adams  Streets. 

The  Student  Council  is  thanked  for  the  purchase  of  a 
moving  picture  machine  for  use  at  the  High  School. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous 
gift  of  playground  equipment  now  in  use  on  the  elementary 

school  grounds. 

Our  school  building  needs  have  been  adequately  cov- 
ered in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  in  the  report 
of  the  School  Building  Planning  Committee.  These  needs 
are  important  and  urgent. 

To  the  loyal  personnel  of  our  schools  in  whatsoever 
capacity  they  have  served  we  extend  our  thanks  for 
another  good  year  of  capable  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Abington : 

This  is  the  sixty-first  annual  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  and  my  first  report  as  superintendent 
of  the  public  schools  of  Abington. 

Last  year  Mr.  Mason  began  his  report  by  stating  in 
effect  that  the  deflated  value  of  the  dollar  made  it  very 
difficult  to  plan  a  school  budget ;  that  a  constant  increase 
in  prices  affected  the  quantity  and  quality  of  all  purchases, 
and  he  noted  "a  growing  unrest  among  the  pupils  as  well 
as  the  general  population  because  of  the  unsettled  state  of 
world  affairs." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1920  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  Abington  reported  to  the  town  as  follows:  'The 
late  war  has  brought  about  many  changes  in  the  econom- 
ical and  industrial  world  and  we  are  now  getting  the  full 
impact  of  this  great  catastrophe.  We  asked  the  town  at  its 
last  annual  town  meeting  for  a  sum  of  money  which  we 
believed  was  sufficient  to  conduct  our  school  system  in  an 
effective  manner  during  the  year,  nevertheless  with  all 
of  our  watchfulness  and  careful  scrutinizing  of  every  item, 
we  are  reporting  a  deficit  of  approximately  twenty-eight 
hundred  dollars  .  .  .  We  trust  that  we  can  keep  within  our 
appropriation  this  year." 

Evidently  the  school  committee  of  1920  had  much  in 
common  with  the  school  committee  of  1948  for  reasons 
that  should  be  obvious  to  the  most  casual  analyst. 

This  first  annual  report  of  your  superintendent  will 
be  divided  into  six  sections  as  follows :

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SECTION  I 


School  Attendance 

While  outstanding  American  citizenship  and  achieve- 
ment in  subject-matter  fields  by  pupils  are  the  two  most 
important  objectives  of  any  school  system,  it  is  a  com- 
monly known  fact  that  a  high  percentage  of  attendance 
and  retention  of  pupils  in  school  are  two  factors  bearing 
a  definite  relation  to  the  success  of  the  pupils.  The  enroll- 
ment figures  for  the  past  ten  months  are,  therefore,  being- 
listed  here  for  examination  with  the  purpose  of  comparing 
them  with  conditions  one  year  from  now. 

Effective  follow-up  of  absences  by  the  attendance 
officer,  guidance  counseling  by  the  principals,  and  excel- 
lent home  cooperation  will  help  us  to  raise  the  percentage 
of  attendance  to  95  %  thereby  improving  the  achieve- 
ment of  many  pupils.

The  attendance  problem  is  not  at  all  a  simple  one. 
Many  stormy  days  with  50%  of  the  pupils  absent  will 
cause  the  percentage  of  attendance  to  diminish  consider- 
ably. Further,  epidemics  of  children's  diseases,  and  a  few 
families  in  a  school  system  whose  children  are  attendance 
problems  may  increase  the  total  absences  tremendously. 

School  staff  members  must  be  constantly  on  the  alert 
to  prevent  unnecessary  absences ! 

Each  year  the  census  data  for  the  school  year  is 
included  in  our  report.  This  will  be  found  in  Table  II  which 
accounts  for  the  placement  of  children  of  compulsory 
school  age  residing  in  the  town  of  Abington. 

Table  III  shows  how  the  pupils  of  different  ages  are 
placed  throughout  grades  one  to  twelve  of  the  local  schools. 
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SECTION  II 


Elementary  Schools 

Understanding  Teachers  Build  Our  Schools 

Having  the  kind  of  schools  Abington  parents  wish 
for  depends  upon  having  in  the  schools  the  kind  of  teach- 
ers who  understand  the  developmental  patterns  of  chil- 
dren. When  teachers  understand  the  variation  in  the 
developmental  patterns  among  children,  they  make  ade- 
quate provision  in  the  teaching-learning  process  for  indi- 
vidual differences. 


Dr.  Arnold  Gesell,  Director  of  the  Clinic  of  Child 
Development,  School  of  Medicine,  Yale  University,  says: 
"The  most  fundamental  ability  is  the  ability  to  grow.  It 
is  the  most  fundamental,  because  it  includes  all  other 
abilities.  For  the  same  reason  the  most  important  index 
and  symptom  of  a  child's  individuality  is  his  mode  of 
growth.  The  most  penetrating  question  which  one  can 
ask  about  an  individual  is,  'How  does  he  grow  V  'How  does 
he  advance  from  stage  to  stage  as  he  matures  V  " 


Understanding  teachers  make  an  attempt  to  keep 
themselves  abreast  of  current  literature  in  the  field  of 
education  and  child  development,  and  they  try  to  fit  class- 
room procedures  to  square  with  the  newer  understanding 
of  child  growth  revealed  by  recent  studies.  These  teachers 
well  know  that  the  major  purpose  of  public  education  is 
to  insure  opportunities  for  all  children  to  develop  those 
fundamental  understandings,  skills,  habits,  attitudes, 
ideals,  and  appreciations  necessary  for  happy  living  in  a 
democratic  society.  Also  they  know  that  the  school  must 
procedure  if  the  school  is  to  help  children  to  grow  in 
raise  itself  out  of  the  traditional  assign-read-recite-test 
democratic  living. 


All  curriculum  material  that  amounts  to  anything  is 
developed  and  organized  by  classroom  teachers  and  chil- 
dren. The  point  at  which  the  teacher  and  the  children  meet 
is  the  vital  spot  in  teaching  and  learning. 
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Understanding  Parents  Build  Our  Schools 

Parents  are  important  architects  of  community 
schools.  They  help  supply  the  needed  funds  to  pay  teach- 
ers', salaries',  to  buy  equipment,  and  to  buy  books,  supplies, 
and  other  needed  services.  Parents  help  to  elect  the  school 
committee  to  pass  on  important  educational  policies,  and 
to  guard  against  any  exploitation  in  the  process  of 
education. 

In  most  instances  parents  take  the  initiative  in  form- 
ing a  parent-teacher  organization  to  bring  about  better 
rapport  between  the  teachers  and  the  parents.  The  most 
important  part  which  parents  supply,  however,  is  not  any 
one  of  the  items  already  mentioned.  The  most  important 
part  supplied  to  the  schools  by  parents  is  children  who 
respect  and  have  confidence  in  the  schools  and  in  their 
teachers. 

Pupils  are  at  their  best  in  schools  supported  by 
enthusiastic  parents.  Parents  are  usually  enthusiastic 
when  they  understand  the  objectives,  methods,  and  prob- 
lems of  a  particular  school  system.  With  two  excellent 
parent-teacher  organizations  in  Abington,  every  parent 
of  an  elementary  school  child  can  arrive  at  such  under- 
standing thus  becoming  a  most  important  part  of  the 
local  school  system.  The  officers  of  both  of  these  orga- 
nizations have  great  zeal  to  bring  about  parental  under- 
standing, and  I  believe  that  they  deserve  full  and  active 
support  from  all  the  parents. 

For  satisfactory  evaluation,  the  teacher  needs  to 
know  the  child's  activities  both  inside  school  and  out.  She 
must  know  and  make  use  of  the  resources  of  the  home. 
The  parents,  too,  must  be  interested  in  the  child's  total 
development,  should  understand  what  the  school  system 
is  trring  to  do,  and  know  ways  and  means  of  helping  the 
teacher.  Each  needs  the  other's  point  of  view. 

SECTION  III 

High  School 

College  Preparatory  Students 

In  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  a  known  fact  that 
never  in  the  history  of  our  country  has  there  been  such 
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an  increasing  number  of  students  who  have  attempted 
to  be  admitted  to  institutions  for  further  education.  Pos- 
sibly the  one  outstanding  factor  has  been  the  full  realiza- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  recent  graduates  of  the  need  for 
obtaining  the  best  possible  preparation  in  a  chosen  field 
of  occupation. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing have  been  overwhelmed  with  applications  for  admis- 
sions, Abington  is  second  to  no  other  neighboring  com- 
munity in  the  proportion  of  our  boys  and  girls  in  colleges 
and  universities.  Every  single  graduate  ranking  in  the 
first  quintile  of  the  class  standing,  who  met  the  entrance 
requirements,  was  admitted  to  a  college  of  his  first  or 
second  choice. 

During  the  past  three  years  thirty-four  graduates 
have  been  admitted  in  either  a  college  of  liberal  arts,  tech- 
nical school,  or  a  State  Teachers  College,  and  during  the 
same  period  of  time  sixteen  others  were  admitted  in 
secretarial  schools. 

Two  graduates  of  the  class  of  1948  were  extremely 
fortunate  in  obtaining  full  four  year  scholarships.  Several 
others  of  the  same  class  obtained  partial  scholarships.  The 
group  as  a  whole  received  in  the  neighborhood  of  $5800. 

Occupational  Conferences 

During  the  past  several  years  the  principal's  office 
has  aided  students  who  were  not  planning  for  further 
education  in  finding  employment.  During  the  past  three 
years  some  sixty  boys  and  girls  were  placed  in  public 
utility  establishments,  insurance  offices,  banks,  indus- 
trial plants,  farms,  etc.  Reports  from  employers  indicate 
that  the  vast  majority  have  proven  satisfactory. 

A  series  of  occupational  conferences  by  leading 
experts  in  the  various  fields  are  being  conducted  this  year 
in  place  of  the  customary  career  day  as  previously  held. 

The  purpose  of  these  conferences  will  be  to  provide 
the  students  with  facts  and  suggestions  relative  to  plan- 
ning for  the  future,  the  industrial  requirements  for  em- 
ployment, engineering  for  boys,  nursing  for  girls,  indus- 
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tries  for  boys,  secretarial  work  for  girls,  merchandising 
for  boys  and  girls,  as  well  as  choosing  a  school  or  college, 
and,  lastly,  contacting  employers  for  positions.  This  latter 
phase  will  be  stressed  particularly  with  seniors  only. 

The  first  of  these  series  was  held  in  December,  and 
the  students  listened  to  two  talks.  One  of  these  was  on, 
"Why  You  Should  Plan  for  the  Future/'  and  the  other 

was  on,  "How  to  Choose  a  Career." 

In  the  January  conference  there  will  be  two  more 
meetings  with  the  junior  and  senior  students.  The  first  will 
have  for  its  subject,  "What  It  Is  Like  to  Work  in  an 
Office,"  and  the  second  will  be  about,  "Choosing  a  School 
or  College." 

In  February  there  will  be  two  meetings.  The  first  will 
have  for  its  subject,  "What  It  Is  Like  to  Be  in  a  Profes- 
sion." The  first  half  of  this  meeting  will  provide  informa- 
tion about  training  for  a  professional  career,  while  the 
second  half  will  be  concerned  with  facts  about  working  in 
the  professions.  During  this  meeting  the  students  will  hear 
recorded  suggestions  from  three  educators  and  three  pro- 
fessional men. 

The  second  half  of  the  program  in  February  will  be 
offered  in  two  sections.  These  two  sections  will  meet 
simultaneously,  the  subject  at  one  being,  "Nursing,"  while 
the  subject  at  the  second  one  will  be,  "Engineering."  Thus, 
on  one  day  the  seniors  will  learn  about  the  requirements 
for  training  for  professions  and  will  then  listen  to  talks 
on  a  profession  which  is  open  to  girls  and  another  which 
is  open  to  boys. 

In  March,  the  first  meeting  will  provide  the  students 
with  facts  about  working  in  the  fields  of  advertising, 
merchandising,  or  selling,  and  the  second  will  provide  facts 
about  employment  in  an  industrial  plant.  Thus,  on  one  day 
the  students  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  contrast  the 
training  requirements  and  working  conditions  in  white 
collar  fields  and  in  industry. 

In  April,  the  program  will  be  concerned  with  the  pro- 
vision of  information  about  approaching  employers  and 
will  provide  suggestions  regarding  interviewing  and  letter 
writing  for  positions. 
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Thus,  during  the  four  month  period  the  seniors  will 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  contrast  the  conditions  in 
various  types  01  work  to  obtain  suggestions  which  will 
be  helpf  ui  to  them  as  they  choose  their  colleges  or  schools, 
ana  to  be  aware  of  training  which  will  help  them  present 
their  qualifications  in  a  businesslike  way  to  prospective 
employers. 

The  latter  part  of  April  several  members  of  the 
Abington  Rotary  Club  will  speak  to  the  juniors  and  sen- 
iors, stating  in  a  practical  way  their  classifications,  the 
opportunities  in  their  respective  fields,  the  training- 
required,  and  the  future  outlook  for  an  individual  desiring 
to  pursue  their  particular  vocation. 

Guidance 

Guidance  is  an  exceedingly  important  factor  in  a 
senior  high  school  and  should  not  be  overlooked.  Our  gen- 
eral guidance  program  is  administered  in  part  through 
an  advisory  system  which  consists  of  six  teachers  in 
charge  of  the  six  classes.  Matters  pertaining  to  testing, 
special  conferences,  college  admission,  employment  oppor- 
tunities and  other  phases  of  guidance  are  handled  pri- 
marily by  the  principal. 

Since  guidance  is  an  extremely  necessary  phase  in 
our  modern  education,  it  is  being  recommended  that  if 
possible,  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  all  of  the  guidance 
program  be  entrusted  under  the  supervision  of  one  indi- 
vidual. This  then  will  solve  the  problem  of  requesting 
individuals  to  assume  such  responsibilities  beyond  their 
teaching  duties,  and  in  addition  to  their  other  activities. 

SECTION  IV 

Health  Achievement 

The  customary  school  physical  examinations  were 
given  by  the  School  Physicians,  Dr.  Mark  T.  Lydon  and 
Dr.  Albert  L.  Kelly.  These  examinations  revealed  the  usual 
number  of  defects  and  deficiencies  which  were  promptly 
reported  to  parents  or  otherwise  followed  up  by  the  school 
nurse  for  more  immediate  corrective  measures. 
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In  June  of  1948,  a  registration  was  held  for  all  pros- 
pective first  grade  entrants.  The  pre-school  physical 
examinations  were  conducted  by  the  school  physicians  at 
this  time.  It  is  an  obligation  of  the  parents  and  the  com- 
munity to  provide  every  youngster  an  unfettered  start 
and  a  fair  chance  in  the  race  of  life. 

The  whole  area  of  the  health  environment  of  the 
child  is  a  concern  of  the  school  physicians  and  the  school 
nurse.  This  includes  such  aspects  as  the  school  building, 
site,  ventilation,  sanitation,  water  supply,  sewage  and 
waste  disposal,  healthful  classroom  environment,  recrea- 
tional facilities,  lunch  preparation,  school  organization 
for  health,  esthetic  influences  and  human  relationships. 
It  is  the  school's  responsibility  to  maintain  in  every  school 
a  healthful  environment — physical,  social,  and  emotional. 
Contemporary  standards  must  be  followed,  and  attractive- 
ness of  surroundings  is  not  overlooked. 

The  Dental  Clinic  continues  operation  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Abington  Board  of  Health.  Regular 
examinations  will  be  given  all  pupils  by  Dr.  Eugene  H. 
Wozmak,  the  School  Dentist.  Defects  discovered  will  be 
reported  to  parents,  and  corrections  may  be  made  in  the 
school  clinic  or  by  the  family  dentist.  The  sodium  fluoride 
treatment  of  children's  teeth  has  been  included  as  addi- 
tional service.  This  treatment  has  for  its  purpose  the 
reduction  of  the  number  of  caries  (cavities)  in  children's 
teeth.  In  most  children  this  treatment  reduces,  on  the 
average,  40%  to  50%  the  number  of  caries.  The  sodium 
fluoride  treatment  is  given  in  four  different  treatments  at 
ages  in  the  life  of  a  child  when  the  maximum  number 
of  teeth  have  erupted.  Thus  it  is  that  the  treatments  are 
given  to  children  3  years  old,  7  years  old,  10  years  old, 
and  13  years  old. 

Eye  glasses  were  provided  to  one  pupil  from  the 
"Maude  Scott  Fund." 

Four  children  enjoyed  eight  weeks  at  the  Bailey 
Health  Camp  at  Hanson.  Three  were  sent  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Abington  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and 
a  fourth  child  was  sent  to  camp  by  a  member  of  the 
Abington  Rotary  Club. 
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SECTION  V 


Building  Management 

In  the  care  of  buildings  the  custodial  force  plays  a 
major  part.  The  job  of  a  school  custodian  covers  a  school 
building  containing  certain  units,  such  as  classrooms,  hall- 
ways, stairwells,  auditorium-gymnasium,  clinic  and  office 
space,  basement,  toilet  rooms,  cafeteria,  and  shower  rooms. 
The  work  of  a  school  custodian  covers  sweeping,  dusting, 
washing  of  windows  and  light  shades,  mopping  and  treat- 
ing linoleum  and  tile  floors,  cleaning  toilets,  filling  soap 
and  paper  dispensers,  and  making  minor  repairs  and 
adjustments  as  requested  by  teachers  and  principals.  The 
custodian  is  responsible  for  opening  and  closing  the  build- 
ings, and  he  cares  for  the  lawn  and  play  areas  adjacent  to 
the  school  building.  In  this  latter  work  shovelling  snow, 
cutting  grass,  trimming  shrubbery,  and  cleaning  the  play- 
ground are  among  his  duties.  Also  he  cares  for  and  cleans 
the  heating  system.  Our  custodians  lead  a  busy  life,  and 
I  feel  that  Abington  is  fortunate  in  having,  on  the  whole, 
a  most  conscientious  group  of  custodians. 

Table  IV  lists  the  major  and  minor  repairs  to  build- 
ings during  the  year  1948.

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SECTION  VI 


Housing  Expansion 

The  Town  of  Abington  is  rapidly  approaching  the 
need  for  an  expansion  of  its  school  housing  facilities.  The 
following  report  contains  a  description  of  the  history  of 
the  school  housing  problem,  the  significant  facts  revealed 
by  the  data  collected,  and  a  definition  of  the  problem 
faced  by  this  town. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  in  March  of  1948, 
a  vote  was  recorded  authorizing  the  moderator  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  to  study  the  school  housing  problem  and 
to  outline  some  acceptable  solution  to  it.  Much  of  the  data 
used  in  the  study  was  compiled  by  Mr.  Howard  F.  Mason, 
former  superintendent  of  schools,  although  valuable 
information  was  supplied  by  the  Abington  Water  Depart- 
ment, the  Massachusetts  State  Planning  Board,  and  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co. 

Your  present  superintendent  is  most  grateful  for  this 
valuable  assistance ;  he  is  hopeful  that  this  report  will  be 
stated  with  clarity  in  order  that  each  citizen  may  gather 
information  that  will  encourage  him  to  lend  his  full  sup- 
port to  the  proper  enlargement  of  the  Abington  school 
housing  facilities. 

Those  to  whom  the  education  of  youth  is  entrusted 
must  make  many  decisions  in  matters  of  policy,  both 
educational  and  financial.  Especially  in  reference  to  the 
school  plant  must  these  decisions  be  weighed  with  care 
and  made  with  vision  and  foresight.  A  transportation  con- 
tract made,  a  basal  textbook  adopted,  a  method  of  teach- 
ing inaugurated,  can  be  changed  in  a  short  period  of  time 
with  comparative  ease.  A  building,  however,  located  and 
constructed,  will  remain  for  many  years  either  to  vex  or 
vindicate  those  who  were  responsible  for  it.  Expediency 
followed  under  the  guise  of  economy  today  can  become 
very  expensive  tomorrow.  Through  this  reasoning  we 
should  be  able  to  see  that  a  well-developed  long-range  plan 
of  school  plant  expansion  is  the  safest  insurance  against 
future  waste.  Such  a  plan  will  permit  the  expansion  of 
the  school  housing  facilities  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth 
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of  the  community,  with  progressive  changes  in  educa- 
tional practices,  and  without  expenditure  for  duplication 
or  replacement  of  buildings  that  might  have  been  poorly 
planned  or  incorrectly  located. 

It  is  obvious  that  a  plan  of  expansion  must  be  cen- 
tered around  the  present  housing  facilities  plus  recom- 
mendations for  new  building  or  additions  as  needed.  The 
need  for  school  housing  facilities  will  be  determined  by 
the  number  of  children  to  be  housed,  their  distribution 
through  the  town,  and  the  type  of  educational  organiza- 
tion approved  by  our  school  committee. 

In  order  to  estimate  the  school  building  needs  far  a 
reasonably  distant  future,  therefore,  it  is  necessary  to 
attempt  to  make  some  fairly  reliable  estimate  of  the  trend 
in  enrollment  for  that  future  period  of  time.  The  trends  so 
determined  should,  if  possible,  indicate  the  probable  perma- 
nent changes  in  enrollments,  so  that  recommendations  for 
school  development  will  not  lead  to  over-building.  The 
estimated  enrollment  must  be  studied  as  to  distribution 
in  order  that  any  proposed  building  be  located  to  provide 
the  most  efficient  and  economical  accommodation  of  the 
entire  enrollment. 

Abington  Is  Growing 

The  Town  of  Abington  is  faced  with  a  serious  prob- 
lem of  providing  school  housing  for  a  rapidly  increasing 
elementary  school  enrollment.  The  problem  is  arising  here 
because  of  an  unusual  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
born  in  every  year  since  1941.  Another  reason  for  the 
increase  is  the  general  exodus  of  young  families  from  the 
overcrowded  conditions  of  our  cities  to  suburban  com- 
munities like  Abington,  where  there  is  some  opportunity 
either  to  buy  or  to  build  a  home. 

Table  V  gives  past  data  for  the  Town  of  Abington, 
and  estimates  on  population  and  enrollment  are  given. 
From  Table  V  it  is  seen  that  the  population  of  the  town 
has  risen  steadily  from  5,778  in  1921  to  6,418  in  1947.  A 
slight  recession  in  population  occurred  between  the  years 
1935  to  1940.  The  estimated  trend  in  population  used 
in  this  study  anticipates  a  steady  increase  to  8,250*  by 
1970.  (*  Note:  This  is  a  compromise  figure  between  esti- 
mates prepared  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Planning 
Board  and  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.)

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The  data  for  resident  births  show  a  rather  fluctuating 
tendency  between  53  to  107  births  in  the  period  1924  to 
1940.  From  1941  to  1947  there  has  been  a  steady  climb 
to  167  births  registered  in  1947.  By  relating  resident 
births  to  enrollment  figures,  it  is  estimated  that  the  enroll- 
ment by  1954  will  approximate  1,135  in  grades  1-8,  and 
338  in  grades  9-12.  Projected  figures  for  the  high  school 
grades  9-12,  based  on  present  birth  and  enrollment  infor- 
mation, indicate  a  high  school  enrollment  of  about  620  by 
1962.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these  estimates  are 
based  on  actual  resident  births  and  school  census  informa- 
tion already  recorded  within  the  town. 

In  the  four-year  period  1945  through  1948  inclusive, 
159  new  houses  were  constructed  in  Abington.  Mr.  Joseph 
C.  Hohman  of  the  Abington  Water  Department  states :  "It 
is  the  belief  of  water  department  officials  that  the  town 
will  have  another  big  year  in  housing.  At  least  50  new 
homes  are  anticipated  during  1949, 

It  must  be  emphasized  in  this  report  that  if  new  home 
construction  continues  at  the  rate  of  50  to  60  homes  per 
year  for  the  next  four  or  five  years,  then  the  estimated 
enrollment  figures  quoted  in  this  report  are  too  conserva- 
tive. The  large  number  of  homes  constructed  in  Abington 
since  the  termination  of  the  war  seems  to  be  an  indication 
of  the  permanency  of  the  growth  of  the  town,  since  these 
homes  are  private,  and  have  been  constructed  during  a 
period  when  materials  were  difficult  to  secure. 

Shortage  in  School  Housing 

Looking  ahead  to  September,  1949,  it  appears  neces- 
sary, at  the  moment,  to  remove  the  total  number  of 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  from  the  North  and 
Center  Elementary  Schools  to  the  High  School  Building. 
There  will  be  approximately  160  youngsters  in  this  sev- 
enth and  eighth  grade  group,  and  the  addition  of  this 
group  to  the  high  school  grades  nine,  ten,  eleven  and 
twelve  (about  290  pupils)  will  bring  the  estimated  total 
enrollment,  accommodated  in  the  High  School  Building, 
to  about  450  pupils. 

After  these  seventh  and  eighth  graders  have  been 
removed,  there  will  remain  in  grades  one  to  six  about  300 
rmpils  in  Center  School  and  some  340  pupils  in  the  North 
School. 
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Note  in  the  School  Building  Committee  Report  that 
the  shortage  of  pupil  places  gradually  develops  to  about 
413  in  grades  one  to  twelve  by  September,  1953.  The  great- 
est predictable  shortage  in  accommodations  is  in  the 
grades  one  through  eight  at  both  elementary  schools  with 
the  North  School  district  having  the  greater  number  of 
pupils  to  be  cared  for. 

I  again  emphasize  that  the  construction  of  additional 
homes  beginning  in  January,  1949,  may  render  these 
enrollment  predictions  to  be  much  too  conservative. 

Recommendations 

In  accord  with  the  statement  of  introduction  at  the 
beginning  of  this  section,  the  purpose  of  the  school  build- 
ing planning  studies  has  been  to  set  up  a  long-range  plan 
of  school  plant  development,  in  which  the  present  and 
succeeding  school  committee  and  other  town  officers  may 
evolve  an  elementary  school  layout  that  will  meet  the 
changing  needs  of  the  town  for  many  years.  This  layout 
must  be  created  by  expansions  and  improvements  of  the 
existing  buildings  or  by  the  addition  of  new  buildings  as 
needed. 

Since  this  is  the  case,  then  it  should  be  clear  that 
the  long-range  plan  of  school  plant  development  will  con- 
tain recommendations  covering  two  fundamental  prob- 
lems; namely:  (1)  What  use  can  be  made  of  the  existing 
school  buildings;  and,  (2)  Will  additions  to  the  present 
buildings  or  a  totally  separate  structure  be  the  most 
economical  way  to  serve  the  additional  enrollment? 

Your  present  superintendent  is  not  prepared  to  deal 
exhaustively  with  these  two  problems.  Undoubtedly  the 
School  Building  Planning  Committee,  appointed  at  the 
last  annual  town  meeting,  will  have  data  that  will  clearly 
segregate  the  answers  to  fundamental  problems  (1)  and 
(2). 

To  prevent  prejudiced  points  of  view  from  indefinitely 
delaying  needed  construction,  it  is  the  practice  in  many 
forward-looking  communities  to  have  an  impartial  survey 
made  by  reliable  experts  from  out-of-town.  Such  persons, 
oblivious  to  the  opposing  forces  within  a  town,  can  usually 
be  depended  upon  to  offer  solutions  to  problems,  such  as 
the  one  faced  by  Abington,  that  will  be  both  educationally 
and  financially  sound. 
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It  is  my  understanding  that  the  services  of  some 
impartial  persons  are  being  retained  by  the  School  Build- 
ing Planning  Committee.  These  persons  should  present 
the  results  of  an  unbiased  survey  of  our  enrollment  and 
school  housing  facilities  for  the  analysis  of  the  annual 
town  meeting.  Objective  consideration  of  these  facts 
should  lead  the  town  meeting  to  that  course  of  action 
which  purports  to  provide  the  best  education  for  the 
children  of  the  Town  of  Abington. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Abington  for  the  kind 
and  gracious  welcome  extended  to  my  family.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  be  reminded  that  the  New  England  traditions  of 
friendship  and  cordiality  are  being  kept  alive  in  many  fine 
communities. 

The  School  Committee  of  Abington  and  the  entire 
staff  of  the  schools  have  joined  to  make  my  initiation  here 
a  most  pleasant  one. 

I  look  forward  with  keen  anticipation  to  faithfully 
serving  the  children,  the  staff,  and  the  School  Committee 
of  Abington.
